THE WHEAT SHORTAGE. 
ISSUANCE OF THE NATIONAL BULLETIN FOR 
MAY. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., May 10.— [Special.] Fol- 
lowing is a brief synopsis of the Agricultural 
Department crop report as to spring and winter 

wheat: 
SPRING WHEAT. 

The May returns are materially lower as com- 
pared with those of April. This is owing to 
frosts and a backward season. The average as 
compared with April is 77 for New York; Michi- 
gan, 83; Onio, 62; and Illinois, 66. There is a 
further loss from the plowing-up of large 
areas. The reduction in Missouri is from 8% 
to 80: Indiana, 75; New Jersey, 10l—about 
the same as April. All the remaining 
Nortnern States show and improvement since 
April. Thig is true of the Pacific coast and of 
nearly all the Southern States—Connecticut, 90; 
Pennsylvania, 95; Delaware, 8, Maryland, 99; 
Virginia, 97; North Carolina, 96; South Carolina, 
93; Georgia, 97; Alabama, 98; Mississippi, 92; 
Texas, 87; Arkansas, 8; Tennessee, 88; West 
Virginia, 90; Kentucky, 81; Kansas, 91; Califor- 
nia, 77; Oregon, 72. This is an improvement of 
fifteen points for California and of seventeen 
for Oregon. 


WINTER WHEAT. 

The average condition is 83%, against 80. The 
breadth of the present is 2 per cent 
less, representing a loss” 000 bushels. 
Reports trom London w some im- 
provement io last month. smaller acreage 
was sown in England. In Fréace and Germany 
rain and higher temperature are wanted. There 
are prospects of a reduced crop on the Conti- 
nent owing to frost and a reduced acreage. In 
Austria-Hungary there isa prospect of a me- 
dium crop. 

INTENSE INTEREST. 

There was intense interest bere to obtain the 
crop report from the Agricultural Department 
early in the day, but all attempts to do this 
proved uvsuccessful. The Commissioner of 
Agriculture was able to prevent auy premature 
publication of the results, and it certainly can- 
not be charged aculust the department that it 
had any complicity in stock-jobbing. The ex- 
traordinarily backward season, the heavy frosts, 
and the long-continued snews had created an 
impression that the acreage and yield of 
spring and winter wheat would be much 
less than d was last year. Some of 
the leading experts had placed the ioss of wheat 
at 100,000,000 bushels. While the result is not so 
unfavorable as these more discouraging esti- 
mates, still the crop report sbows a loss ia win- 
ter wheat of 77,000,000 bushels, and a correspond- 
ing reduction in spring wheat. It is to be noted, 
however, that the decrease is not uniform; that 
on the Pacitic Coast, for instance, there is a gain 
of fifteen points in California and of seventeen 
points in Oregon, but on the whole the Agricult- 
ural Department report seems to contirm the 
giogmy views which have been entertained by 
many. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE APPROACH- 
ING MISFORTUNE. 

Wassinoctron, D. C., May 10.—The May re- 
turns on wheat to the Department of Agricult- 
ure make the condition, compared with the 
Abril averages, materially lower in New York, 
Michigan, Onio, and Illinois. Further injury 
was wrought by frosts early in April, and in the 
more northern districts the real damage by the 
March freezing was more fully disclosed as tne 
covering of snow and ice disappeared. The ay- 
erage is 77 for New York; Michigan, 83; Ohio, 
62; lilinois, 66. Further loss is suffered by plow- 
ing up large areas in Ohio and Illinois. A reduc- 
tion in Missouri from 83 to 80 is also reported. 
indiana averages 75, and New Jersey reports 
101—both the same as in April. All of the re- 
maining Northern States show an improvement 
since the April report, as well as the Pacific 
coast, and nearly ali the Southera States. These 
averages are: Connecticut, 9; Pennsylvania, 
95; Delaware, 8; Maryland, 99; Virginia, 97; 
North Carolina, 96; South Carolina, 98; Georgia, 
N; Alabama, 986; Mississippi, 92; Texas, 87; 
Arkansas, 86; Tennessee, 88; West Virginia, 90; 
Kentucky, 81; Kansas, 91; California, 77; Oregon, 
72. This is an improvement of 15 points in Cali- 
fornia and 7 in Oregon. The average con- 
dition of winter wheat is 8%, against 
80 in April. The loss in area from replanting 
ia other crops may be assumed to reduce the 
prospect to that of April 1. In 1879 and 1880 the 
general average was 09; in 1881 it was 88; in 1882 
it was 102; in May last year 100. In former 
years there were no May returns. Two years 
ago the average declined to 80 in July. Last 
year it increased to 104 at the time of cutting. 

lt should be understood that in the depart- 
meut reports of the condition 100 means a me- 
dium growth with a full stand and heaithy 
plant. Ohio and lilinois State reports compare 
with last year’s crop thus: Onio reports 56 for 
May compared with last year, and 62 compared 
with the average crop. 

The spring-wheat area will not be complete 
till May 15, ili be reported June 1. The 
Statistical Age for Dakota makes a probable 
increase of 30 percent. The agent for Minne- 
gota reported 86 percent of last year’s area 
already planted. An increase of 1} per cent is ro- 
ported in Washington Territory. it is not proba- 
bie that the increase in the spring-wheat area 
will more than make good the loss of the winter- 
wheat acreage. Without regard to the spring- 
wheat breadth, the present prospect for the 
winter-wheat area,in consideration of the re- 
duced condition and acreage, is W per cent less 
than in May last, representing a loss of about 
77,000,000 bushels. 

A dispatch from the London Statistical Agent, 
uuder date April 28, reports an improvement in 
European wheat prospects during last month. 
The severity ot March was followed by three 
weeks of dry weather, which was succeeded by 
one week of invigorating rain. The season is 
still backward, and higher température is need- 
ed. The small area of spring -sowu wheat in En- 
gland is thin, and much of it will de displaced by 
parley. In France and Germany raion is needed 
and higher temperature necessary. With the 


reduced acreage in Western Europe, and some 


injury from freezing in March,a reduced crop 
appears inevitable. In Austria-Hungary the 
prospect is favorable for at least a medium crop.

Boston, Mass., May 10.— 
mary of 280 reports from all 
England regarding the 
dicates a generally bopeful 
England agriculture for the ou of 
spring is backward, but stock ry ad well 
The good prices obtained for 4 
cent duliness in the butter market will lead to 
the manufacture of more cheese than usual this 
season. The butter market, which bas been 
overstocked since January, is now reeovering, 
and the prospect for the summer 
makes it more encouraging. Grain and 
grass have wintered remarkably well. 
With favorable weather the bay crop will be the 
largest for years. Wheat is but iittle grown. 
There was more winter rye than usual pianted. 
Farm crops and produce have generally soid at 
good prices, and continue firm, witb the ex- 
ception of butter and toBacco. The tobacco 
market bas improved gince the adjustment of 
the tax and tariff agitation. The acreage in the 
weed will be somewhat reduced, with a larger 
proportion of Havana. In the Connecticut 
Valley a large amount of tobacco land will be 
planted to potatoes. The acreage of field corn will 
be censiderably increased, especially in Maine 
and more will be grown in the Connecticut and 
Housatonic Valleys. Raising sweet corn for 
canning purposes, as well as tomatoes, squashes, 
etc., is also a growing industry. Much more 
sowed corn for fodder will be planted than in 
previous years, largely to eke out dry pastures 
in August. Native farm heip is v scarce and 
readily commands to $30 a month and board. 
Raw Germans and Swedes from Castle Garden 
are being more largely employed than ever be- 
fore, the usual wages being $12 a month with 
board. There is an almost utter dearth of giris 
for farm housework. 


PATIENTS POISONED. 


The Blunder of the City Hospital Drug- 
gist at St. Louis Causes One Death— 
Two Others Seriousiy III. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 10.—[Speolal. ] — The corpse 
of Dan Kelleher, late an employee of the Uni- 
versity Club, 18 in the hands of the Coroner, and 
two other patientsat the city hospital are lying 
at the point of death from the effect of chioral 
poisoning, supposed to be due to a drue-clerk’s 
blunder in making up a prescription. Kelleher 
was stabbed afew days since and was sent to 
the hospital for treatment. A. Jones and Jo- 
seph Stattinger were also patients in the sur- 
gical ward. A two-ounce laxative mixt- 
ure was prescribed for each of them, 
the ingredients being sulphate of magne- 
sia, tincture of cardamom, and water. The 
essential clement of this dose is Epsom salts. 
The prescriptions were filled by the hospital 
druggist, E. T. Green, and were administered 
yesterday afternoon by the nurse, In a sbort 
time the three patieats were found to be worse. 
The Superiatendent, Dr. D. V. Dean, was called, 
and, finding aymptoms of chiorai poisoning, took 
measures accordingly. Kelleher never recov- 
ered, and the other two were brought to con- 
sciousness only with the greatest difficulty. Dr. 
Dean states that does not 
positively what caused Kelleher’s deatn 
or the other patients’ sudden sickness. As 
soon as he found symptoms of chioral- 
poisoning, be immediately took possession of the 
medicines that had been prescribed. He also 
went to the hospital drug-store, and there found 
that the bott le stood side by side on the shelf, 
thus rendering the mistake an eusy one to make. 
He secured all the bottles, and the analysis is to 
be made to determine just wnat has happened. 
The ‘inquest is nut yet conciuded, and the 
Officials say that nothing definit can be stated 
till the chemical analysis is complete. Green, 
the druggist, has been suspended till the facts 
are ascertained. He has been hospital drug- 

st for two years. The Health 
part ment officials hardiy pretend to hope that 
the men were not poisoned. Dr. Dean's strong- 

— statement in benaif of Green was as fol- 

ows: 

“I cannot say that a mistake was made. The 
facts, as they uppear, are these: Kelleher died 
unexpectediy, and at the same time Jones and 
Stattinger were taken sick, showing symptoms 
of chioral- poisoning, and sulphate of magnesia 
had been administered to each of them. I would 
not say that there is anything more in this un- 
til the investigation is concluded, as I do 
not desire to do Mr. Green any injus- 
tice. Kelleher had 1 stab in 
the side which 1 shink penetrated the cavity, 
and his death, which was very sudden may 
have beeu caused by the rupture of a _ biood- 
vessel.

A FAMOUS VICTORY. 
PARTY LINES ABANDONED AND OONVIC- 
TIONS TRIUMPHANT. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 10.—[{Special.]—High 
license made it a red-tetter day in both Houses. 
The discussion in the Senate, however, was a 
mere brush compared with the general engage- 
ment all along in the House. The Republican 
Senators wisely refrained from advancing 
bill just aow. The Democrats were almost 
idly arrayed against it, and to have shoved it 
along by a straight Republican vote would have 
given the movement a party tinge which 
the Democrats could have used to its possible 
disadvantage in the House. Then, too, by wait- 
ing and amending the Senate bill to conform 
to the amended House bill, the former could be 
passed and thrown into the House, thus giving 
the high-license men at that end of the line two 
measures to work upon, and two chances in- 
stead of one. it was with these considerations 
in view that the Republican Senators postponed 
further action on the Senate bill, and the House 
became the main. theatre of interest for the 
rest of the day. 

The low-license Democrats abandoned the 
policy of locking up the House only from sheer 
necessity. The majority was against them, and 
they knew it. Asaresult the Speaker wad sus- 
tained and the High-License bill brought 
squarely before the House for amendment. 
Nothing has so disturbed the plans of the low- 
license ‘men, or coptributed so much towards 
setting the current in favor of a fair considera- 
tion of the bill as the speech of the Democratic 
Representative from Knox. 

THE BOMBSHELL. 

Mr. Willoughby’s elfort was a revelation. 
Hitherto he has taken very little part in debate, 
and the House did not know it nad such a vig- 
orous as well as pleasing erator in its 
midst. His argument that the calendar could 
not and did not place one bil shead 
of another, and that, as a consequence, ali bilis 
on*%econd reading stood on an equal footing, 
and could be called up by a simple niajority 
vote, was clear and explicit. The most interest- 
ing portion of the speech, however, was bis re- 
ply to Herrington’s statemeut yesterday that he 
had called up the bill, knowing it to be a politi- 
cal measure. It was not a party measure, he 


deciared, except so far as certain Democrats in 


the House and certain Republicans in the Sen- 


ate had Gpauccessfully endeavored to 


the House by remarking that the ipse dixit of 
alleged leaders on the Democratic side could not 
make it a party question. His next step was to 
read from the last Democratic State piatform to 
show that the question of high license was not 
made a party issue, but simpiy the question of 
absolute constitutional prohibition. This was 
followed up by areferenceto the Democratic 
Stute of Missouri and its receat high-license 
legislation. At this point in the speech 
Haines, with his gad tly manner, want- 
ed to know why Mr. W illeughby, 
whose city requires a license, 
desired to interfere with other places. Mr. 
Willoughby retorted that Galesburg cared noth- 
ing, about the matter. The fact was, however, 
that in large cities the real sentiments of the 


people did not have an opportunity to be heard, 


while the power of the liquor interest dominated. 
After brietly referring to bis Democratic record 
Mr. Willoughby said be desired his party's tri- 
umphon principle. He could not forget, bow- 
ever, that a quarter of a century ago the Demo- 
cratic party, for the sake of retaining control, 
went beyond the just constitutiona! demands of 
the slave power and ame, in violation of the 
moral sentimeat of the people. the subservient 
tool ot the slave interest. Asa result the party 
went down in a defeat from which it bad never 
yet emerged. 
A WARNING. 

“Let me warn the Democratic party,“ he con+ 
tinued, warming up to bis work, “that if they 
Shall become the pliant instrument of the 
liquor league and the saloons of this country 
defeat awaits them and ougbt to await them.

A GREAT DISASTER.’ 
gix Lives Lost AND 110,000 BARRELS OF 
OIL, NEAR COMMUNIPAW, WN. J. 

new York, May 10.—(Special.)—During the 
of the thunder- storm which passed 

over this city and its vicinity about 3:30 o'clock 
this morning lightning struck one of the oil- 
tanks at Cavan’s Point, just below Cummuni- 
paw, belonging to the National Storage Com- 
pany. The tank contained a great quantity of 
oil belonging to the Standard Oii Company. Im- 
mediately the combustible mass burst into 
flames, which rolled heavenward in 4 roaring 
volume. The fire began to spread at once. The 
seething, burning oil boiled over the sides of 
the tank, and the flames leaped across 
to the next great reservoir, and ignited 
the oil in it at once. Not long afterwards a 
third tank was ignited, and exploded with a ter- 
rible reverberation, which was beard for miles. 

It was immediately seen that a great oil fire 
bad begun, and though the employés of the es- 
tadlishment knew that every movement in the 
peigbborbood was fraught with deadly peril 

they at once set about doing what they could to 
check the progress of the flames. In the very 
midst of their work they were appalled by the 
intelligence that six men had lost their lives in the 
conflagration. Still they worked on, and, assisted 
by several engines from Jersey City, prevented 
the flames from reaching more than ten out of 
the twenty-six tanks. Nevertheless, two large 
warehouses, the office building, the machine- 
shop. the pump- house. carpenter-shop, and 
oooper’s-shop were destroyed. and before noon 
the place presented abroad scene of burning, 
smoking ruins. 

THE SCENE. 

Cayan’s Point is three miles out from Jersey 
City. on the line of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey. It was, until today, covered wholly by 
the buildings and tanks of the National Storage 
Company and the Eagle Refinery of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. The refinery is west of the 
tanks, and was consequently out of danger in 
the fre. East of the tanks nearest to the water 
and running along the shore stood the two ware- 
houses, each 20 by 310 feet in size. 
The tank which the lightning struck was No. 5, 
a large one standing in the middie of the point 
othe edge of the shore. The flames leaped 
across from this, and the next one seen to be 
burning was No.1. The scene at this time is 
described as appalling. Dense volumes ot black 
smoke rolied upwards, while tbrough it flashed 
great sheets of blood-red flame. These shot up 
toa great bight, with a cracking that sounded 
like the discharge of a volley of pistols and a 
deep continuous roar which could be beard far 
out over the water. 

THE FIREMEN AND THE EXPLOSION. 

Men rushed from every direction, but could 
do little toward checking the progress of the 
flames. When the firemen began work Dy try- 
ing to quench the fire with water they soon 
found out that their efforts were useless. The 
water only caused the biazing oil to sputter and 
crackle more. They then confined their work 
to saturating with water those buiidings which 
were still safe. Engines Nos. 8 and and truck 
No. 5 arrived soon after No. 10 and 
joined in the work. They were appar- 
ently successful in their efforts unt 
vearly 5 o'clock, when tank No. 7, 
@otaining 20,000 barrels of oil, suddenly ex- 
pioded with a terrific report. The beavy brick 
walls on which the tank rested, over a foot 
thick, were blown in every direction, and. pieces 
of the heavy riveted iron were carried long 
distances. Chief Farrier, of the Jersey City Fire 
Department, and a number ef men were at 
work only a short distance from this tank when 
it burst, and their escape was little short of 
miraculous. When they bad recovered from the 
terrible shock it was discovered that eight per- 


sons were missing. They were Joho Herbert, 


the Superintendent of the Eagie Refinery, 
Joseph Jenkins, George Davis, Henry Kegler, 
Richard Conklin, William Curry, James Herbert, 
son of John Herbert, Willie Breese, John Her- 
bert’sadopted sou. 
A RIVER OF FIRE. 
It is impossible to tell precisely how Mr. Her- 
dert and his companions lost their lives, be- 
Cause, in the excitement of the moment, no one 
was able to see exactly what happened. When 
the tank exploded the burning oil rolled out in a 
fiery stream, and threatened to engulf every 
one near it. The probability is that the lost men 
were knocked down and covered by the flying 
bricks, and before they could free themselves 
the flaming streams of oil overtook them 
burned them to death. Two out of the eigh 
Missing men proved in the end to be safe. 
These were James Herbert and Willie 
Breese. Superintendent Herbert, when be 
boldiy rushed in among the blazing tanks, 
ordered his child and his adopted 
son to keep back. They obeyed bis order, and 
yet bad hardly heard it when the fatal explosion 
came. They were between the water and the 
tanks. Allescape in a landward direction was 
cutoff by the streams of burning oil. They 
turned and ran for their lives over the trestie- 
work to Biack Town island. a small piece of 
land in the bay. About one-third of the inner 
end of the trestie was soon afterward burned 
away, and the two lads found themseives im-

LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 

Mr. Freeman, Treasurer of the Standard Oil 
Company, said that the company practicaliy in- 
sured itself. Nevertnoless it had insured part 
of the oil it bad at Uommunipaw in several in- 
surance companies, but be could not 
yet tell * to what amount, or in 
what companies. Mr. Charles A. Sterling, 
manager of the National Storage Company, said 
this evening that the loss to that company 
would amount in round figures to about $300,0u0. 
Mr. Sterling could only make a rough estimate 
of the value ofjthe oil belonging to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company that bad been destroyed 
by fire, and t was $200,000. The entire loss 
to the Standard Oil Company, the Nation- 
al Storage Company, and the other com- 
panies and persons who had oil stored 
in Communipaw would be very littie over 

Lombard, Ayres Co. had 
a quantity of oil stored here. One of the mem- 
bers of the firm said the value of their oil that 
was burned did not exceed 000, fully 
covered by insurance in the following 
fire-insurance companies: The German- 
American, the New Orleans, the Phenix, 
and La Confiance.

In the Nation—‘*p!-ee-che Under Guard 
~—Cattic Thieves. 

Muskogee, I. T., May 10.—[Special.]—Yester- 
day the bili receipting for $300,000 was returned 
approved by the Chief. Senate bill No. 3, intro- 
duced by N. Biackstone, provides that all inter- 
ested persons whose claims for citizenshi bave 
been decided adversely by the Cherokees shall 
be notified to leave before Jan. 1, 188, and shall 
be allowed to remove or dispose of such proper- 
ty as they may bave accumulated, and, if they 
fail in this said property, itisto be confiscated 
by the Cherokee Nation and sold. A bill was 
introduced in accordance with the Chief's 
message of yesterday appropriating $1,200 
to defend the nation against the suit of Wash 
Morgan for $40,000 damages for walnut logs 
seized by the nation. In the atternoon penate 
bill No. 4 was amended to give intruders six 
months’ time toleave,and that ail orders for 
their removal shall be through the Secretary of 
the Interior. It was decided to delay tme vote 
on this bill until tomorrow, and the Council ad- 
journec. Bidding for the strip is run 
ning high even in advance of the dil 
leasing it. The Cherokee Strip Stock As- 
sociation has made an offer of $120,000 
tor it, and private parties have bid as bigh as 
$100,000, nearly twice what the Cherokees can 


make from it by their present methods. No 
doubt these offers were made to influence legis- 
lation. The Council will hardly adjourn tois 
week, as expected, but will run two or three 
days into next week. 

Col. Bates, commanding the forces sent to 
bring Spi-ee-che in, passed through today en 
route to Fort Gibson. ‘The wain command, with 
the prisoners, 400 in number, are camped on 
Pecan Creek, nine miles west of here, and will 
reach this place at 10 a. m. tomorrow.

Information of Gen. Croox’s Where- 
abouts Auxiously Awalted—Uo-opera- 
tion by the.Mexieans. 

Ex Paso, Tex., May 10.—{Special.!}~—No official 
information has been received from Gen. Crook 
as yet by either the Mexicans or the military. 
Col. Unda, eommanaing at Paso dei Norte, bas 
information today from private sources that 
Crook was in the néighborhood of Janos yester- 
day. Thisis a town iu the Sierra Madras, fifty 
miles from the nearest railroad station. A cou- 
rier line has been established by Gen. Kiergera, 
and it is believed that it has already reached 
Gen. Crook, and that official information will be 
received from bim tomorrow. Since the rumors 
of his having bad a battle with the la- 
dians reached the Mexican Generals they 
have pushed rapidly toward him. They have 
1,600 troops in Northern Chihuabua to codperate 
with Gen. Crook, 1.000 of whom are cavalry. It 
is not believed that Crook isin any danger, but 
the Mexican officers are taking every precau- 
tion that there shall not be any.

STATE AFFAIRS. 


Legislation in Michican VYesterday—The 
Game Laws and the Police Bill. 

LANSING, Mich., May W.—{Speécial.]—The 
House this morning passed the Game-Law bill, 
which was the escence of fourteen bilis colsoli- 
dated in one section. One makes the open sea- 
son tor deer-shooting from Nov.1 to Dec. 15 
following, and makes it unlawtul to kill deer at 
any time in the red-coat or spotted-coat, in the 
wuter, or by pit-fall, or by traps, torchlight, etc. 
Wild turkey may be killed only in October, No- 
vember, and December. R muy be 
killed only between Aug. 1 and Jan. 1 follow- 
ing. Duck, partridge, ruffied grouse, woodduck, 
teal duck, mallard or gray duck, may be kiiled 
only between Sept. I and Jan. 1 following. Suipe 
may not be killed from May 1 to Sept. 1. See. 
2 provides that no person ball kill or destroy, 
or attempt to Kill or destroy, any colin or quail, 
sometimes called Virginia partridge. before 
Nov. 1, 1886, nor at any time thereafter save 
only during the months of November 
and December in each year, nor kill, 
or attempt to kill, any pinnated grouse 
or prairie-chicken before Sept. 1, 1886, 
por at any time thereafter save only 
during the months of September and October in 
each year. Sec. 3 forbids trapping or 
snafing of ducks, partridge, prairie chickens, 
or quail, except quail caught for caring tor 
them in the winter. 

The first of the Case bills abrogating some of 
the more stringent features of the liquor police 
law came up on third reading and was defeated, 
only getting twenty votes. The second of tne 
Cause bills was argued all the afternoon and de- 
feated in Committee of the Whole. This bill 
sought to make the tax uniform on retailers on 
both malt and spirituous liquors, The work on 
these bills has been very bard, and the Liquor- 
Deaiers’ Association has spent time and money 
freely to bring about the passage of them, even 
working before the elections for that object. 

In the Senate the whole day was spent in dis- 
cussing the noted minority representation bill 
which passed the House some time ago. The 
bill runs as follows: 

In all elections for Directors of any corpora- 
tion in this State other than municipal every 
stockholder shall have the right to vote in person 
or by proxy the number of shares of stock 
owned by him for as many persons 
as there are Directors to be elected, or to cumu- 
late said shares and give one candidate as many 
votes as will equal the number of Directors 
multiplied by the number of shares of his stuck, 
or to distribute them on the same principle 
among as many candidates as he shall think tit. 
Such corporation shall elect its Directors 
anonally, and the entire membersbip of Direct- 
ors shall be balloted for at one and the same 
time and not separately; and such Directors 
shall not be elected in any other manner, and if 
upon the first baliot the entire number of 
the Directors are not elected such baliot shall 
be void, and the stockholders shall continue to 
ballot until the entire number of their Directors 
shall be elected at ove and the same ballot.“ 

Senator Romeyn moved an amendment mak- 
ing the bill apply ouly to corporations organ- 
ized after the act shall take effect.

PLAISTED, the oarsman who came from 
the East to testify forthe prosecution in the 
Jere Dunn case, proved himself yesterday a 
very good witness for the defense.

Born Houses at Springfield discussed the 
high-license qnestion yesterday. In the Sen- 
ate the Miscellany Committee's amendment 
to the Senate bill reducing the minimum 
license fee from $500 to $400 was defeated, 
and the further consideration of the measure 
was postponed until Tuesday. In the House 
the motion of Mr. Willoughby to take up the 
Harper bill was carried by a vote of 75 to . 
Ten Democrats voted with the majority, 
and Messrs. Willoughby and Gregg, both 
Democrats, made stirring and eloquent 
appeals for the passage of this much- 
needed measure. An amendment fixing 
the license for the sale of malt 
lquors alone at $259 was. adopted by a vote 
of 110 to 38, but was reconsidered to admit 
the introduction of another amendment fix- 


i ing the rate for beer at $150, for beer and 


wine at $250, and for whisky at $500. This 
awendment was still pending when the 


House adjourned. The efforts of the enemies 


of high-license to defeat it by importing the 
element of partisanship into the discussion 
failed most thoroughly. 


HIGH LICENSE IN THE HOUSE. 
The high-license question is once more be- 
fore the House of Representatives, and 
should be pressed home to success. High 
license is inevitable. If it should not be 
passed at this session it must be at another. 
It is the most important question before the 
State and the coun ry, and public sentiment 
has now grown to be so general and deter- 
mined that it will not yield until this great 
remedy for restricting the evils of intemper- 
ance becomes a part of the State law. It 
will therefore be the hight of biind political 
folly for any man who wishes to stand well 
with the people hereafter to record himself | 
as against this measure, and it will be equal- 
ly unwise for the Legislature to dodge a 
measure which a vast majority of the people 
are determined shall become the law of the 
State. It will be wiser for it to recognize 
the inevitable, and act upon it without 
further delay. 

There is no question before the country at- 
tracting so much attention as high license. 
its agitation is spreading like a flood. Dem- 
ocratic Missouri and Republican Nebraska 
have already adopted it. Kansas soon will. 
Since prohibition has failed in Iowa, the 
people are turning to high license for relief. 
Minnesota and Wisconsin are moving stead- 
lly towards the same end. Ohio has passed 
the first installment by fixing the license at 
$200. In Michigan it is $300 and working 
admirably. Scores of towns in Illinols have 
adopted high license. The great cities at 
the East like New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, Brooklyn, Buffalo, and Al- 
bany are agitating the subject with great 
enthusiasm. In New York City, which, like 
Chicago, is cursed with an overwhelming 
liquor traffic in its worst forms, large meet- 
ings of citizens irrespective of party have 
been held, at which a minimum of $500 for 
the license fee has been demanded. In this 
State, as in other States, there are four 
classes of the people who are resolutely de- 
termined that the evils of intemperance shall 
be minimized by the simple remedy of bigh 
license. Its most powerful backing is at the 
hands of the moral and respectable citizens 
of both parties of every city, town, and 
village, and they are supported by manufact- 
urers, employers of labor, business nen, and 
corporations whose interests are always 
liable to danger from intemperance. The 
Prohibitionists also, finding that their meas- 
ure of coercive teetotalism is not in suff- 
cient favor to command the votes of a ma- 


bave accepted high license as a compromise. 

The moderate drinkers in every community 

are in its favor, fur it does not curtail their 

privileges, nor does it attack or seek to con- 

trol their personal liberty. Even the better 

class ot saloonkeepers are privately: in its 

favor, and would speak out boldly were it 

not for the pressure of whisky leagues, 

breweries (who fear it may reduce the con- 

sumption of deer), and the mob of lower 
saloonkeepers—because they know thatina 
business sense it will be more profitable for 

them. The taxpayers of every low-license 

town are figuring up the amount high - 
eense would yield for the support of the 
municipality. Peoria, for instance, would 
gain $50,000 a year, if but 100 saloons took out 
$500 licenses, for the support of its police,’ 
and fire departwent, and street lighting and 
repairing; Springfield would realize at least 
$40,000 a year from the same source; Quincy 
about $45,000; and other low-license towns 

in proportion to the population. Cook 
County—Chicago and the thirty-odd towns— 
would gain a million and a half of dollars of 
greatiy-needed revenue. Can the members 
of the Legislature afford to run counter to 
the opinions of such large and powerful ele- 
ments in the community ? 

There is another view of this subject which 
we wish to impress upon the members of the 
Legislature. The old adage says that The 
proof of the pudding is iu the eating.” It is 
absolutely and without exception true that 
wherever a community has tried high li- 
cense it has never gone back to low license; 
on the other hand, the tendency always is to 
still further increase the fee. Could there 
be a stronger argument inits favor? It is 
simply unanswerable, They never return to 
free doggeries, because, while high license 
reduces the evils of the liquor-trafilic, it at the 
same time greatly increases the municipal 
revenue, and improves the ability ofa com- 
munity to care for the unfortunate results 
of intemperance—so that all the effects of

revenue it is possible to maintain an ade- 
quate police force, and to take care of the 
poor and untortunate, the most ef whom owe

Another reason why high-license commu- 
nities never go back to cheap license is be- 
cause it reduces the amount of crime, beg-

beating, starving of families, and the loafer-

They 
have an interest in keeping their places’ or- 
derly, and, more than this, they always or- 
ganize themselves into voluntary associa- 
tions to see that the law is thoroughly exe- 
cuted aud that no one escapes from obey- 
ing it. 

For these and other reasons, equally con- 
clusive and often reiterated, the members of 
the Illinois Legislature are urged to be faith- 
ful to their constituents and to their own sense 
of duty, and to pass the High-License bill. 
It is the great reformatory law of the future. 
It is for the moral and material advantages 
of the people of Lilinois, It is a non-par- 
tisan measure in spite of the efforts of the 
Liquor League to make it appear that no 
man can be a good Democrat who is not in 
favor of free drunkenness, It is the most 
important bill In every aspect that has ever 
been brought before the Lilinois Legisiature, 
and to adjourn without action upon it would 
simply be an act of moral cowardice and 
treachery to the people. It should be vigor- 
ously pressed to a vote and settled, for it is a 
question which will not down. Like revolu- 
tions, it will not go backwards. No man, Re- 
publican or Democrat, who votes for it need 
fear that he will not be indorsed and ap- 
plauded by his constituents. No man who 
votes azainst it need expect that he can defy 
public sentiment without feeling its indig- 
nant rebuke. The friends of the bill must 
carry the war into the enemy’s camp. 

ASS SEALERS SE MOONS 
THE WHEAT CROP OF 1883. 

The long-expected Washington report of 
crop conditions for May is published this 
morning, Omitting the spring wheat, of 
which an intelligent estimate can scarcely 
be formed at this date, there is an indicated 
shortage of 77,000,00Q bushels. The yield of 
last year is supposed to be the basis of this 
estimate, from which we may iufer that 425,- 
000,00) bushels is the probable measure of 
the United States wheat crop for 1885. 

Accepting this estimate as correct, it is 
worth while to look atthe relations of that 
supply to the probable demand. ‘The princi- 
ple of geometrical ratio, applied to previous 
census statistics, will give a little more than 
55,000,000 as the average popuiation for the 
ensuing crop year, taking a date midway be- 
tween the two harvests. The last annual re- 
view published by Tux TRripuNe gave, asa 
result of an exhaustive comparison, a mean 
annual consumption of 5.2 bushels per cap- 
ita for bread and seed. This equals, 
in round numbers, 290,000,000 bushels of 
wheat required by the people of the United 
States for home use; leaving for export 135,- 
600,000 bushels, plus the small quantity 
available as overplus from the crop of 1882. 
We may fairly assume that as equal to a 
raising of the quantity available for export 
to about 160,000,000 bushels, if so much 
should be required by other countries. 

The exports of the last six years ending 
June 30 have been as follows, the last co)- 
umn including flour reduced to its equiva, 
lent in wheat:

The average of the last four years is a lit- 
tie less than 160,000,000 bushels, from which 
we may estimate that the United States will 
be in a position during the next cereal year 
to supply the world outside with very nearly 
her recent quota of wheat. The wants of 
Western Europe bid fair to be a littie greater 
than the average for the last four years, but 
it should be remembered that the period 
ineludes one year of miserable harvest 
there. It would alse appear that other 
countries are prepared to supply at 
least as much as their average con- 
tribution for those four years. Putting this 
and that together it looks as if there will be 
enough to go round, and with not much to 
spare. Hence it does not appear that there 
is any cause for alarm in regard to supplies, 
or any good reason Why famine prices for 
wheat should rule in the near future. The 
situation justifies the American farmer in ex- 
pecting good prices for all that he may have 
to sell. It may be accepted as a pretext for 
ruuning corners in the principal cereal and 
squeezing money out of the unfortunate 
shorts. But such operations ought not to, 
and probably would not, cause a permanent 
elevation of quotations to anything like the 
starvation point, and undue inflation would 
propably recoil on the heads of its authors. 


UNDERGROUND POLITICS. 

Whatever objection the Common Council 
of this city, with the Mayor at their head, 
may have to underground wires, they have 
none at all to underground politics. The 
action of last Monday night in passing an 
ordinance for the erection of iron poles and 
overhead wires was accompanied by every 
incident that makes municipal politics a by- 
word of reproach to the cities of this 
country. 

For days before the meeting of the Com- 
mon, Council the members of the ruling ring 
had been soliciting the purchase of their 
votes by those whom it was supposed the 
passage of this ordinance would injure—the 
companies which want to lay conduits for 
wires under ground. The traffic in virtue on 
the Levee and the other haunts of our polit- 
ical aristocracy is not more unblushing than 
that in which these Aldermen took part. 

When Monday night the ordinance ‘to 
give the unknown and unincorporated Dis- 
trict Telegraph Company a franchise that 
would throw the most serious difficulties 
ald delays in the way of putting the wires 
underground came up one of the most no- 
torious gamblers in the city, who is also one 
of our most prominent local“ bosses,” and a 
particular friend of the Mayor, sat in the 
Council Chamber and kept tally of the de- 
livery of the votes he had bought and paid 
for. 

Have you got your $1,000 yet? “ one of 
the spectators, who knew just what was 
going on, asked an Alderman, who was 
voted for the ordinance. ‘“ No, but I shall,” 
was the reply. 

This a verbatim report of an actual 
coljoquh which took place precisely as we 
give it, 

it would be pure dudism to shirk the re- 
sponsibility of perfectly plain Anglo-Saxon 
speech about this business. A majority of 
the Chicago Common Council were paid for

It is not because it is anything new for the 
Common Council to be bought that this 
transaction in spot“ Aldermen “for cash“ 
has aroused the excitement that it evidently 
has done. It happens that the overhead- 
wire nuisance is one the people are deeply 
concerned about. They know from the ex- 
perience of the Newhall House fire and the 
Post-Office fire in this city on Dearborn street 
that it is a menace to life. Our property- 
owners are outraged by the damage done to 
their roofs by the telephone companies. The 
number of wires is increasing so fast that 


soon weshall be woven into a cecoon. The

is so nearly unanimous as this, whether it be 
the pubiic opinion of London, or New York, 
or Philadelphia, or Paris. 

To flaunt in the face of such a sentiment 
as this a new ordinance, bought and paid 
for, for the indefinit increase and perpetua- 
tion of this intolerable abuse was a decidedly 
brave provocation to public rage. Electri- 
cians all over the world are bitsy devising 
méans to bury the wires. The public read 
nothing with more interest than the accounts 
of their experiments and inventions. It was 
an illy-chosen moment for the Common 
Council to throw aside all that had been pre- 
viously enacted by them to ensure the aboli- 
tion of the overhead nuisance. 

But the ordinance is worth nothing with- 
out the Mayor’s signature. How much is 
the Mayor’s signature worth? Can it be 


bought? It will be no conceivable consid- - 


eration of public policy that can induce 
Mayor Harrison to sign this ordinance. Ab- 
solutely, there ig not one single argument 
for it. The ordinance was conceived in cor- 
ruption and born in sin, and Mayor Harrison 
knows it. He knows what the boss was 
doing in the Council Chamber Monday 
nicht. | 

No money taint has yet been fastened on 
Mayor Harrison. He bas been convicted of 
almost every other political misdemeanor, 
but this felony has not been brought home 
to him. But his partner and relative is at 
the head of this sinister enterprise. Other 
business associates are in it. There is talk, 
and ugly talk, about this matter and others of 
public importance. This talk cannot fail to 
rise to the level of a freshet of popular in- 
dignation and distrust if the chief public 
officer of the city permits an ordinance which 
has no public reason for bet to become a 
law when his veto can defeat it.

DR. BURROUGHS on EDUCATIONAL METH- 
oD 


8. 

The official report of the proceedings of 
the City Board of Education at its meeting 
April 26 last includes the Rev. Dr. Bur- 
roughs’ report on Text-Books and Course 
of Instruction.” In reviewing “the whole 
subject,” Dr. Burroughs is “led to much 
confidence and satisfaction in the course of 
instruction, the methods, and the whole work 
of our schools as now organized and con- 
ducted.” The difference between the repre- 
sentatives of the old and the new schools of 
teaching is admirably presented by this ex- 
pression of “satisfaction” on the part of 
Dr. Burroughs. In a discussion by the Na- 
tional Teachers’ Association at Saratoga last 
summer, Mr. James McAllister, late of Mil- 
waukee, and now Superintendent of the 
public schools of Philadelphia, said: The 
schoo!master has moved about the slowest, 
and is among the least disposed to go for- 
ward, of any class of men engaged in carry- 
ing on the great activities of life. There has 
been very little change in the ideas which 
have controlled our methods of education, 
and these ideas were formed something like 
400 years ago.“ 

The fact that Dr. Burroughs is satisfied 
“with the methods and the whole work of 
our schools“ proves nothing. ‘The chiefs of 
the Inquisition were “satisfied” with the 
theory that the earth is flat and that it does 
not move. Bruno said: “The earth is 
round and revolves.” ‘The Inquisition 
lighted a fire under Bruno and burnt his 
body to a cinder. But while Bruno’s body 
was burning the earth continued to revolve, 
To be “satisfied*’ is to stagnate. Buckle 
sald of Spain: There she lies at the further 
extremity of the continent, a huge and 
torpid mass, the sole representative now re- 
maining of the feelings and knowledge of 
the Middle Ages, And, what is the worst 
symptom of all, she is satisfied with her own 
condition. Though she is the most back- 
ward country in Europe, she believes her- 
self to be the foremost. She is proud of 
everything of which she should be ashamed.” 

The difference, then, between the old ré- 
gime of educators and the new is, that the 
former are satisfied“ with the methods of 
the fathers, while the latter are not. It fol- 
iows that reform is not to be looked for at 
the hands of the old régime of educators, be- 
cause they are content. With them there is 
no doubt, and hence no progress. It follows 
equally that the new régime of educators 
will enlist the sympathies of all those who 
believe in progress—who believe that prevail- 
ing methods of education are susceptible of 
improvement. 

Dr. Burroughs propounds a remarkable 
proposition—namely: that the social and 
economic conditions in Chicago are so excep- 
tional and peculiar as to call for a system of 
education different from that found to be ap- 
viicable to the needs of other communities. 
He says: 


In saying this the committee are not unmind- 
ful that in other cities courses of instruction are 
attewpted which may claim to be more advanced 
than ours, Dut that is another thing from saying 
that such courses of instruction would be better 
for the schools of this city. Our educational 
system needs to be, not merely good in itself. 
but practically good. The question for this 
board is pot what common-sebooil education is 
the beat for Boston, or Quiacy, or Cleveland, 
but what is practical and best for our own city, 
with ali its conditions of heterogeneous popula- 
tion, rapidand incompiete ee and the spe- 
cial circumstances and 8 of the people as 
they are. 


We think Dr. Burroughs will find it a little 
difficult to show any radical difference be- 
tween the people of this city and the peoples 
of other American cities. If, for example, 
new methods of instruction have been dis- 
covered and found to be more efficacious 
with the children of Quiney than the old 
methods, we are decidedly of opinion that 
they would, upon application, be found 
equally efficacious with the children of Chi- 
cago. Dr. Burroughs admits by implication 
that the new methods are better for the 
Quincy children. It is in order for him to 
show why they would not be better for the 
Chicago children. 

Dr. Burroughs thus, at considerable 
length, in the language of irony, takes his 
stand squarely against the new régime of 
educators: 


Nor has it escaped the attention of the com- 
mittee that mucù has been said recently of cer- 
tain new and very great lights iu methods of 
teaching—lights so great, indeed, as to reveal 
the total inapity of all that hitherto has been at- 
tained in common- school education in this coun- 
try,and to disciose the astounding fact that 
sume Massachusetts schoolboys have been 
found who have not included among their ac- 
com plishments that of speiling currectiy or writ- 
ing a respectable letter. 

The committee would not think it necessary to 
notice this subject if it had relation only to edu- 
ca in Massachusetts, but it is well known 
that the attempt has been made to apply 
strictures to vur own school system., aud to use 
them forthe purpose of weakening the confi- 
dence of the people ifi the work of our own 
schools. It is therefore but just to those 
who have worked earnestiy and abiy to 
build up «a good system of  pubdlic 
schools for this city that it should be said 
that strictures of the kind referred to are at the 
most mere echoes, made with little real under- 
standing of the ideas whieh they seek to repre- 
seut, and still less of those which they assail. 
Should a new lignt suddenly arise to announce 
that Piymouth Ruck instead of the granit that 
it bus hitherto been reputed to be, is mere shale, 
eritics of the ciass referred to would doubtless 


be ready to echo the discovery, probably die-

money expended on the public schools, Why, 
then, should he sneer at the “new and very 
great lights” in methods of teaching? The 
Inqulsition treated Bruno and Galileo po- 
litely.

The “new lights” in education can 
neither be burnt nor imprisoned by the old 
lights in education. The new lights are ear- 
nest, enthusiastic men. They are not “ satis- 
fied.” They are striving for something bet- 
ter—for more scientific methods of develop- 
ing and training the mind of the child, They 
are entitled to fair treatment at the hands of 
the old lights. 

Dr. Burroughs seems to think it not an 
astounding fact at all that some Massachu- 
setts schoolboys have been found who have 
not included among their accomplishments 
that of spelling correctly or writing a respect- 
able letter.“ ‘The new lights do regard this 
as a fact worthy of particular notice, They 
think both these accomplishments ought to 
be acquired in the common schools, and they 
think there is something radically wrong in 
methods of teaching which fail to confer 
such accomplishments. 

Dr. Burroughs is freeto say that he does 
not care what the “new lights” do in Mas- 


‘sachusetts, but he says that the attempt 


has been made to apply these strictures to 
our own school system and to use them for 
the purpose of weakening the confidence of 
the people in the work of our own schools.”’ 
But he does not show that the strictures are 
unwarranted. He proceeds to insinuate that 
the critics are ignorant of the English lan- 
guage, and that they might learn of the 
eighth-grade pupils in the public schools. 
In a word, it is the “ you-are-another’”’ argu- 
ment. 

Dr. Burroughs knows very well that the 
investigation which led to the astounding 
disclosures of ignorance in the Norfolk 
County schools, Massachusetts, was insti- 
tuted by the school authorities themselves. 
They were not satisfied“ with the results 
as shown by graduates of the schools, and 
they determined to try an entirely new test. 
This test disclosed what the committee call 
“jJamentable ignoranee.’”’ And the follow- 
ing are given as causes thereof: “ There has 
been a slavish adherence to text-books and 
no room given for freedom and originality of 
thought. Rules have been memorized and 
the children taught to recite from the text- 
book, while they have not had the slightest 
conception of the true meahing of the sub- 
ject. The memory is cultured and the rea- 
son allowed to slumber.“ The committee 
say of the results of their test. But, though 
they may not be flattering to our pride, we 
yet believe that they are as good as can 
be obtained in any other county of Massa- 
chusetts, or indeed of any other State, when 
similar tests are applied in a similar manner. 
If any school authorities elsewhere doubt the 
truth of this statement let the experiment be 
tried in the schools of their county.” We 
commend this — to Dr. Burroughs.

THE THOMPSON HOMICIDE TRIAL. 

The circumstances under which the trial 
of Congressman Philip Thompson, charged 
with the murder of Walter H. Davis, has 
commenced, are, to say the least, not very 
auspicious for justice, and do not give much 
promise that the hearing will be strictly im- 
partial. With the circumstances of the case 
our readers are already familiar. As first 
stated they were so peculiarly abhorrent, 
and so discreditable in every way to Mrs. 
Thompson and Mr. Davis, that there was 
but one judgment among people who be- 
lieve in redressing wrongs committed 
against a home that the law cannot reach. 
But there are always two sides to a case, 
and subsequent statements which have been 
made go to show that testimony can be 
offered which will materially change its 
aspect, Indeed, it would appear that, had 
not Mr. Thompson been so quick with his 
pistol, and had Mr. Davis been allowed an 
opportunity to explain, the sentiment of the 
public might have been different, and 
Thompson might not have committed his 
crime, 

This testimony has already created an im- 
pression in Kentucky that Thompson ought 
to be tried for murder; but it isa character- 
istic of Kentucky justice that the impression 
is not voiced very loudly or publicly. A cor- 
respoudent of the Cincinnati Commercial- 
Gazette, writing from Harrodsburg, says: 
„Ask nearly anybody not connected with 
the Thompson family what he thinks, and 
he will whisper in your ear that Little Phil 
ought to be called to account; but, for God’s 
sake, don’t tell anybody I said so.” The oc- 
casion for this reluctance is to be found in the 
aversion of the ‘Thompson family to any hos- 
tile criticism, and its nabit of shooting. This 
constitutes a very decided hindrance to jus- 
tice at the outset, as witnesses will 
not be very apt to expose themselves to 
future assault. It will add to the difficulty 
of securing a verdict of guilty, should the 
evidence sustain it, that the court before 
whom Mr. Thompson is to be tried has al- 
ready expressed its sympathy with him from 
the bench, and its very first ruling was to 
allow the prisoner to give bail for acrime for 
which, if guilty, the law allows no bail, and 
into which there had not been any legal in- 
quiry. The Louisville Commercial under 
all the circumstances does not hesitate to 
say that There is no idea whatever in the 
public mind that Mr. Thompson will be con- 
victed, even if the proof of his legal cul pabil- 
ity Should be complete.“ 

does not appear, therefore, that Mr. 
Thompson stands in very imminent danger 
even should the prosecution’s testimony so 
change the original version of the crime as 
to deprive him ofa sufficient motive for the 
shooting. This isto be regretted, not alone 
us n matter of abstract justice, but because 
this trial, if it were conducted without any 
outside pressure and a verdi@ were found 
npon its merits, might have relieved the 
State of Kentucky from a suspicion that 
rests uvon its fame, and from the general 
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State, from the Louisville Courier Journal 


down to the most obscure sheet, have rung 
the changes upon the refinement, chivalry, 
gallantry, and honor of Thompson; from all 
which we gather that no true Kentuckian is 
anxious to see a high-toned gertieman in 
that State subjected to any of the penalties 
of crime. We have no intention of pro- 
nouficing upon the guilt or innocence of 
Thompson pending his trial; but it is fair to 
say that the new testimony in the case is suf- 
ficiently strong to warrant the charge of 
murder. It is unfortunate for the reputation 
of Kentucky that it should hurry to the de- 
tense of Thompson with such unanimity, in 
the face of such testimony, simply because 
he is a high-toned gentleman on the Ken- 
tucky standards.

There are hundreds more of these highly 
protected concerns which are enabled by the 
tariff tax on the public to pay immense divi- 
dends while they give the scantiest possible 
wages to their labor, in whose name they in- 
voke Congress to continue the system. One 
of these is the Willimantic Thread Company, 
whose profits in 1882 were 99 per eent on its 
watered capital. This concern has a tax of 
over 50 per cent levied in its behalf on every 
spool of thread that comes into this country 
or is bought by an American woman.

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Tux action of the Illinois Senate in refus- 
ing to pass to a third reading the bill to re- 
move the 2 per cent tax limitation so far as it 
applies to public buildings will meet with the 
hearty commendation of property-owners in 
this city. The majority of the Legislature is 
probably unable to see why any exemptions 
of this nature should be made in favor of 
Chicago. So long as the city authorities 
throw their influence agains tthe High- 
License bill, which would put $1,000,000 an- 
nually in the City Treasury, they have no 
right to attitudinize before the Legislature 
in the garb of genteel paupers. There is no 
present need for an exception to the tax 
laws in favor of the City-Hall. It ts not 
going to ruin. Until the foundations are 
well settled the interior work ought not to 
be done. There is money sufficient to carry 
forward the building with reasonable haste 
if the City Government will use it for that 
purpose. The demand for more cash comes 
much more generally from the taxeaters 
than from the taxpayers. 
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Bishop Ireland to Irishmen. 

Bishop Ireland of Minnesota lectured last 
week in Chicago before the League of the Gross, 
a Catholic association, on “Temperance.” He 
was enthusiastically received by the immense 
audience. We have already printed a sketch of 
his eloquent address, but invite the special at- 
tention of the Irish members of the Legislature 
to a few extracts from the good Bishop's re- 
marks. Some of those members are reported to 
be in doubt as to how they ought to vote on the 
High-License bill. What the Bishop says should 
convince them. He said: 


A new temperance era bad dawned on Amer!i- 
cas borizon. The temperance cause was 
socially most salutary; religiousiy, ever blessed. 
As soldiers in the temperance cause they had a 
bard fight before them. There was imperative 
need to unite to stamp out the awful vice. He 
was giad there was union among the fem perance 
men of Chicago. The men he was addressing 
were doi more good than legisiatora. Ex- 
ample and action were better than rules and 
theories. The temperance men were doing more 
good than soldiers on the battietield; they were 
fighting a bioodiess Battie for the cause of hu- 
manity: they were combat a demon that 
wus destroying society, that was undermining 
the social favric. They were aposties and mis 
sionaries of the church. He was glad to see that 
so many Chicagoans were mindful of the oe 
incumbent on laymen of taking by the han 
the victims of alcohol and rescuing them from 
themselves. They were doing their duty as citi- 
zens in endeavoring to save their neighbors. 

Dr. Ireland next addressed himself particu- 
larly to those of his owa race. He asked why 
Irishmen do not hold that posidon in the Nation 
to wuich their numbers, their physical powers, 
their endurance, their intellect entitied them. 
Because, and be was ashamed to say it, too 
many of them were addicted to the use of 
strong drink. Too many of them had for love 
of drink abandoned all dope of prosperity, had 
banished peace and happiness from their homes, 
bad forfeited their future.

The Children’s Concert at Musie-Rall. 
Mr. Tomlins beld a sort of a family gathering 
at Central Music-Hail last evening. His “ chiil- 
dren's ciasse;"" have become an important 
feature in bie work here, and the interest in 
them has extended further and further, until 
finally be decided to let the general public see 
what it was that he was trying to accomplish, 
and to be themselves the judges of the value 
and importance as well as the scope and general 
features of his method of training young 
cbildrento sing. There have been some who 
were skeptical and others who were fearfui as 
to the effects of this early voice-train- 
ing upon a child, and many, 
even among the parents of his 
pupils have faiied to understand exactly what 
Mr. Tomiins was trying to do. And so an in- 
formal children's musical festival was held at 
Central Music- Hull last evening, and proved to 
be one of the most interesting of the many en- 
tertauments that have been beld in the same 
piace. The assemblage of children was itaelf a 
deligutful spectacle. The happy faces ana the 
Varying colors made a pretty picture for the eye 
to rest upon. They filled the stage. overfiowed 
the wings, and encrorxched upon the parquet. 
Three hundred and fifty strong were the chi- 
dren in numbers, and the buzzing of the youth- 
ful voices was like the murmuring in a huge 
beehive until Mr. Towlins stepped on bis plat- 
form and with a slight gesture hushed every 
voice and attracted every eye. i 
A concert of this kind is bardly a subject for 
the critic's pen. It is, after all, but a mile-post 
intended to show. what progress bus been made 
on the undertaken journey—and also the great 
distance yettogo, Mr. Tomilins did not offer a 
chorus of singers,but a colicction of frest young 
voices ready to be developed iuto simgers. He 
showed that instvad of injuring them either 
physicaily or vocaily be has positively benetited 
them. and that they ere stronger and better to- 
day than they would have been otherwise. There 
are many points of interest to be noted in this 
connection. First, the freshness and purity of 
tone; second, the admirabie control the enildren 
had of their voices: third, the entire absence of 
auytbing that seemed like foreng in the singing; 
fourth. the ease and pleasure with which the 
ebiidren rendered the simpie music ther had 
studied. To these may be added tue adwirable 
discipline under whigh the chiidren acted their 
intelligent appreciation of the meaning of every 
move made by their instructor, and also their 
clear and distinct enunciation of the words. In 
gil mese respects bots children and teucbers 
are entitled to great praise. The progress is 
marked, and the growth has been steady and 
certain. 
Not the least interesting features of the pro- 
gram were the breathing exercises and gym- 
ust Cs, which were conducted by Miss Florence 
‘Mes, a Most Charming exponent of the prin- 
ciples in which sue sv tirmiy and sepsi- 
by believes. By these exercises the 
throat and lungs ure streogthened, the chest 
de veloped, rhythm taught, and the vocal organs 
formed to do the work to be required of them. 
The movements in unison were tree from jerki- 
ness made very pretty kaleidoscopic pict- 
ures.

MULLETT’S LIFE SENTENCE—HIS DIARY. 
DUBLIN, May 10.—Joseph Mullett, indieted for 

complicity in the attempt on the life of Juror 
Dennis Field, was today placed on trial. 

He refused to plead to the indictment, giving 
as bis reason that the comments of the English 
press bad served to prejudice bis case. He also 
refused the assistance of counsel assigned to 
aim by the court. 

His trial then, by order of the court, was pro- 
ceeded with. 

Porter read extracts from a diary kept by 
Mullett. ‘ One of the entries was an account for 
arms. The name Arthur Forrester was attached 
to it. Forrester is supposed to be a lead ing Fe- 
nian wanted by the police, His wife and mother 
were witnesses in support of the alibi of Fagan. 
A further entry said the Government were 
foolish to bother about the Parnell procession, 
as the Parneilites were harmless. Porter read 
aletter from James Mullett, brother of the 
prisoner, ordering the iatter to make an ex- 
ampie of a member of the Emmet band. who, 
the former said, had turned traitor. Porter 
commented on the entries in the diary. He 
said a book noting cash received and ex pended 
had been found in Mullett's bedroom. It would 
prove the money had been given by Peter 
Tynan (No, 1) to James Carey for purposes of 
conspiracy, in amounts of £10, £30, and 
£20, Other papers found in the prison- 
er's room contained entries of money 
received with the initijais attached, indicating 
that it came from Daniel Curley, Joseph Brady, 
Arthur Forrester, Joseph Smith, and Patrick 
Delaney. Porter read an extract from Mullett’s 
djary, entered Sept. 9, 1881, in which be im- 
plored the assistance of God foraspecial under- 
taking. Inanentry made Sept. 10 he said he 
failed in the undertaking because two of his 
confederates deserted him, This, Porter said, 
is supposed to refer to au abortive attempt on 
the life of ex-Secretary Forster. Farrell, an in- 
former, testified that the prisoner gave orders 
to Hanlon previous to the attack on Juror Field. 

Mullett was convicted of pian ning the attack 
on the life of Juror Field, and sentehced to 
penal servitude for life. 

After sentence Mollett said: “I might as well 
be in prison at hard labor as anywhere else.“ 

[James Mullett, grocer and spirit merchant, 
next to Carey the most prominent of the ac- 
cused, left bis native county, Wexford, at 11 
years of age to become a grocer’s apprentice in 
Dublin, atter the early death of bis father. He 
bad not had much school-teaching, but his 
thirst for knowledge was ardent. His business 
kept him occupied while a boy eighteen hours a 
day on an avelage; nevertheless be stole a 
couple of bours by night trom the six left to 
aim for sleep, and utilized them in making up 
for the defects of his elementary education. 
Considering the circumstances, his acquaint- 
ance with general Eüäglisn literature is sur- 
prising, while of modern Irish literature be 
may be said to have a complete kuowledge. 
With his various ewployers in bis youth be 
was a great favorit, because of bis steadi- 
mess and attention to business, and perhaps, 
too, because of acharm of manner which at- 
tracted customers to the houses in which he was 
employed. While be was yet only 4 years of 
age he started in business for himeelf in a li- 
censed house in Upper Dorser street, and throve 
in it as none of bis predecessors in the same 
premises had thriven. A little more than four 
years ago he married happily, and his lite 
seemed afterward to flow on as caimly as a 
summer stream, until after the assasination of 
the informer Bailey in the spring of last year, 
when he was put into Dundalk Jail. reasona- 
bly suspected.“ as Forster's warrant had it, “ of 
being accessory to murder.“ Deteutives were 
then posted near his store in Dorset street, 
morning, noon, and night, with tbe result that 
custom was frightened away, people who used 
to frequent the bouse being unwilling to run 
the risk of arrest on reasonable acts.” Learn- 
ing of these facts, be sold his interest in the 
premises, and a few weeks afterwards he was 
released. Nothing daunted, he purchased a news 
bouse of business in Lower Bridge street, and 
began ite anew. He was for three days under 
star-chamber examination at the castle in Feb- 
ruary last, and id the end a charge ot perjury 
was preferred against him. The castle, however, 
thought so littie of the charge, or reposed such 
confidence in the man's honor, that be was al- 
lowed to be at large on bis own bail in £%, He 
is now 31 years of age, and is the father of two 
young sons. ]

FRENCH EMBASSADOR TO VIENNA. 

VNA, May 10.—S8t. Valller will be the 
French Embassador to Austria and Hungary. 

[Charles Raymond de la Croix de Chevriéres, 
Comte de St. Vallier, a Senator and diplomatist, 
descended from an ancient Legitimist family, 
was born at the chateau of Coucy-les-Eppes 
(Aisne), Sept. 12, 1838. Having at an early age 
entered the diplomatic service he was attached 
to the legation at Lisbon, next to that at 
Munich, and afterwards to the embassy 
at Vienna. An admirer of Napoleon III., 
the Count remained in the diplomatic serviec 
after the coup d'état, and accompanied the 
Comte de Moustier to Constantinople as secre- 
tary. The opportunity given bim at the Turk- 
ish Capital to display nis talent as Chargé d' Af- 
faires procured him the Under-Secretarysbip of 
State on his return to Paris. On the demise of 
Comte de Moustier, who died when Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. M. de St. Vailier gave up his 
Under-Secretaryship and repaired to Stuttgart 
as Envoy (February, 1869), At this post he 
viworously asserted French interests ia the 
preguant year preceding the war af 
1870. Having in vain cauuoned Napoleon touch- 
ing Wirtemberg’s policy in the war, M. de 
St. Vallier, when bis Government would not 
be warned. had to leave Germany, and was 
forthwith dispatched to the then important post 
at Copenhagen, Upon the restoration of peace, 
being conversant with the German tongue and 
society, he was attached as diplomat agent to 


Field- Marshal von Manteuffel, the commander of 
the German Army of Occupation. Having come 
to the conciusion that the Republican form of 

vernment was, iu the circumstances, the best 
or France, he became a candidate at the Seuu- 
torial elections in the r of the Aisne, 
in concert with M. Waddington and M. Henri 
Martin, and was elected Jan. . 1876. M. de 
Saint- Vallier took his place among the party of 
the Left Centre. He was elected the first Sec- 
retary of the Senate, and held that post till the 
Marquis de Gonotaut Biron, the Legitimist Am- 
baseador of the Kepublic at Berlin. was ro- 
called (December 1477), when M. de Saint- Valiier 
was appointed by Marshal MacMahon to 
be bis successor, on the recommendation 
of M. Waddington, who had become Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. The appointment was 
most acceptable to the German Government. 
As Second Pienipotentiary of France be ren- 
dered valuabie assistance to M. Waddington at 
the Cougress of Berlin (1873).] 


THE HAYTI WAR. 
REBELS USING DYNAMITE AT 
GOANE,. . 

Fort THomas, San Domingo, May 10—RAayti 
advices state that several noted persons at Cape 
Haytien have been arrested. 

Six hundred fugitive inhabitants of Miragoane 
ha ve reached Port Au Prince. They state that 
the rebels blew upa bridge at Miragoane with 
dynamite, killing 200 persons and wounding 200. 

A boat with four men, which ran the biockade 
at Miragoane, arrived at Kingston, carrying let- 
ters to Gen. Baselais, assuring him that the 
force in Miragoane can resist a seige four 
moaths, 

President Salomon has issued a decree that 
properties of political offenders will be held as 
security for all war expenses, and the Govern- 
ment ig mortgaging such properties.

thority. It has lou been obvious that the 
struggle has reached that stage in Ireland in 
which the question is raised woetber the Pope 
or Dr. Croke is to be master. 
FLOGGING COMPLAINING TARTARS. 

St. Pererssura, April 27.—The Moscow Ga- 
tette has constituted itself the apologist of Gen. 
Skariatin, the former Governor of Kazan, who 
bas yet to come before the courts for brutal and 
unjustifiable flageilation of the Turtars during 
the latter part of hie Governorship. M. Kat- 
koff’s organ objects to a high Government 
otticer, wbo only did his duty in suppressing a 
few Tartars in a revolt, being tried by the mob 
—or, in other words, by a jury of his country- 
men—an institution for which the Moscow ora- 
cle .apparentiy as the greatest con- 
tempt. To whip a few ‘Tartars who 
openly complained of ili-treatment was 
nothing more, thinks the Moscow 
Gazette, than the bounden duty of a responsible 
servant of tbe * firm Government“ which it bas 
80 persistently advocated under the present 
reigp. The Senate (which has already found 
that the late Governor of Kazan outraged the 
lu w) and the rest of the Russian press think very 
differently, and the strange defeuse of M. Ska- 
riatin by a journal which now has great weight 
with the Government, and is apparently aiming 
at something like the dictatorial power of its 
earlier days, bas caused geverai surprise and 
opposition. it remains to be seen wbethber M. 
Katkoff's defense will succeed in saving the ex- 
Governor from a Russian jury.

The French Chamber of Deputies has granted 
urgency for bilis relating to the postal services 
between Havre and New York and between 
France and Antilles and Mexice. M. Naure op- 
posed the bilis. He criticized the concession 
granted by the Government to the French 
Transatluntic Company, and characterized the 
system of subsidies as ineffectual and prejudi- 
cial to the welfare of the merchant navy. 


INDUSTRIAL. 


The Bricklayers’ Strike, 

There are no new developments to chronicle 
in the attitude of the striking brickiayers. The 
usual crowd of men who have nothing to do and 
who are at a loss to know what to do with them- 
selves congremwated about the headquarters of 
the union yesterday and killed time as best 
they could by smoking and discussing their 
present position. A great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion exists among the strikers because the com- 
mittee appointed by them to adjust the aiffer- 
ences between themselves and the bosses does 
not seem to be at all anxious to burry matters. 
The Chairman of the Relief Committee says that 
the demands on the funds at the disposafof cho 
committee were somewhat lighter than Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 

Many of the union men express the hope that 
the committee appointed to draw up articles of 
agreement between the bosses and brickiayers 
will act with wisdom, and bring about a satis- 
factory understanding. Many others. however, 
* of a satisfactory settlement of the 
strike. N 

The bricklayers beld a special meeting in 
Greenebaum’s Hall last night for the purpose of 
bearing the report of the committee appointed 
by their Union to negotiate with the bosses for 
a settlement of existing difficulties. Mr. Philip 
Wakeman, as Chairman of the committee, said 
that be regretted to report that after two meet- 
ings with the representatives of the bosses they 
had accomplished nothing, but had made sever- 
al concessions to the bosses, in the way of alter- 
ing the constitution of the Bricklayers’ Union 
to suit the ideas of the contractors. Al- 
though the committee had agreed to meet 
the bosses again tomorrow night he 
theught it worse than useless to meet them 
again, as the union would be humiliated by ox- 
hibiting any further anxiety in the matter. The 
union wen had made all the concesssions de- 
sired, and the bosses had conceded nothing, and 
bad no intention of doing sa. Mr. C. Scoulier, of 
the same committee, expressed himself as en- 
tertaining the same sentimenutsof Mr. Wakeman 
ou the shbject, and said that, as the committee 
had submitted its report, it might be well to dis- 
charge its members from further service. 

Mr. William Ray, who was also a member of 
the committee, declared that it was useless to at- 
tempt toend the strike by arbitration. but, as the 
committee dad promised to meet the 
8 evening he thourdt eit would be well to 
do so, with the understanding that no further 
concessions were to be made by the brickiayers, 
and that no terms would be listened to from the 
bogses unless they agreed to pay brick layers §4 
ver day and employ none but union men. 

Mr. Ray said, in connection with the subject of 
ending the strike by arbitration: * Let the pub- 
lic settie this matter, not the bosses. I am in 
favor of submitting this question to two good 
tuisiness-men and a Judge of one of our courts, 
asan arbitration committee: 'et them bear both 
sides of the question, and. depend upon it, they 
will settle it in less than a day; and, no matter 
what this decision may be, this union will abide 
by it, and show the publife that its members are 
seeking only common justice.” 

ae proposition was greeted with general ap- 
plause. 

Messrs. G. Rogers, President of the Trades 
Assembly, and 8. Roney. of the Plasterers’ 
Union, made speeches encouraging the men to 
hold out in the strike, and pledged them sup- 
port, both moral and substantial, as long as out- 
side support was required. A mution was 
finally made tothe effect that the Committee on 
Arbitration be discbargwed, and that further ne- 
gotiantiong with the bosses be dropped. It was 
unanimously carried.

on the Blooded Men of

An Outline of What the Defense Will 
Seek to Show the Jury. 


Plaisted’s Testimony Heard General Surprise 
at Some of its Points. 


The trial of Jere Dunn is now fairly in prog- 
ress, and is exciting interest, which will doubt- 
less increase until a verdict is reached. Judge 

‘Bmith adjourned court in the morning, and 
many wild rumors were circulated in conse- 
quence. The assertion was freely made that 
the prisoner was considering the advisability of 
pieading guilty to mansiaughter and throwing 
himself on the mercy of tne court. This rumor, 


however, was ridiculous on the face of it to all 


who understood Dunn's unbounded confidence 
in the certainty of an acquittal. The most pro b- 
able cause of the delay was that the Stute s- 
Attorney wisbed to investigate the character of 
one of the jurors, intimations having beer 
made that ihe juror in question was a 


“sporting man.” That everyth was found 
taster , however, was to 882 in the 
afternoon, for the business of the 
ou as if no adjournment had taken place.

His color was slightly tutensitied; but there was 
no other change in his appearance. re was 
deep silence in the room while Mr. Milis went on 
to state that fear did not justify one man in 
taking the life of another. The fear must be

FOR THE DEFENSE, 


Mr. Storrs then took up nearly three-quarters 
of ao hour, bis remarks containing many tine 
passages.

For himself, be could pot 
conceive that there were any other consider- 
ations. Any wild ery of “ Crucify him! Crucify 
bim! which might be raised to intluence the 
jury in the present instance would be a murder 
as brutal as would bave been the case bad the 
circumstances ot the Elliott tragedy, as narrated 
by the State’s-Attorney, borne the slightest re- 
sew biance tothe truth. The speaker recognised 
as much as anybody the force ot public opinion, 
but it would be asad day for our counury and 
our institutions when a fictitious and trothy 
public opinion, generated by falsehoods, should 
enter the jury- box, or usurp the place of Justice 
in the performance of ber duty. As for the 
facts that had been presented to the jury, they 
were busely and maliciously manufactured by 
those from whom the State’s-Attorney had ob- 
tained them. 

ln behalf of the prisoner, Jere Dunn, would 
be urged the law of seilf{-defense—* that law 
which existed before Legisiatures ever con- 
vened, and which was one of the tastiocts of our 
nature before statute-books were written.”

THE COLORS OF LAKES AND RIVERS. 

[New York Sun,|—What is the color of pure 
water? Almost any person who has no special 
knowledge of subject will reply at once it 
has v0 cle Yet everybody knows, either 
throu earsay or by the evidence of his own 
eyes, that the ocean is biue. Why the ocean 
looks biue is a question that few who have 
crossed it have ever sought to solve, and there 
are, probably, many travelers who, though they 
have seen most of the famous rivers and lakes 
in the world, have failed to notice the remark- 
able differences in color which their waters 


hued, the Lake of Constance and the Lake of 
Lucerne are wreen; the color of the Mediter- 
raneau bas been called iadigo. The Lake of 
Brienz is greenish yellow, and its neighbor, 
Lake Tbun, is blue. New York has both green 
and blue lakes. colors of rivers differ yet 
more widely. The Rhone is blue and sois the 
Danube, while the Rhine is green. Anybody 
who has traversed the wonderful Adirondack 
region and fisbed in ite waters must have 
noticed the remarkable digerences in the color 
of ite rivera and smaller streams whieh radiate 
in every direction from the central p of 
mountaing. The waters of the are 
yellowish, while those of the Oanada and 
of the Mobawk are clear with rhaps a biuish 
tint in deep pools. Fish Creek is black or deep 
brown, and its neighbor, Salmon River, is cotor- 
lees. Next comes the Black River. whose color 
is indicated by its ~ but between it and the 
Grasse, which is a black or browa, is the 
Oswegatchie with clear white waters, The St. 
Regis agaio, is black, but the 3 is 
white.

Abstinence Union at Ottawa-—Strong 

Arzaments for High License. 

OrrawA, III.. May 8.—The convendon of the 
Catholic Total Abstinence Union of [ilinois met 
here today, President Burke, of Joliet, in the 
chair. The attendance was large. 

Patrick Burke, of Joliet, President of the 
State Union, presided. On the platform were 
the Rev. Mr. Barnes, Congregational; the Kev. 
Mr. Peters, Presbyterian; Fatbers Ryan and 
Dona van. of Ottawa; Fathers Guedry and Dow- 
ney, of La Salle: Father Egan, of Streator, and 
the Hon. M. T. Maloney. After a song by the 
local giee club, Mayor Allen, of Ottawa. was in- 
troduced, and delivered a few words of wel- 
come. He complimented his audience and the 
delegates for their efforts in behalf of temper- 
ance. manbood. and good government. Father 
James M. Hagan, of Chicago, was then intro- 
duced. He delivered a eulogistic address as 


follows: 

ificent gathering under the auspices 
of tho 10 al Abstinence Union of Illinois, to do 
bonor to temperance, is a most gratifying bar. 
nest of the inBensecinterest felt by the citizens of 
Urtawa in the cause of temperance au total ab- 
stinence. I feel grateful for your presence here 
tonight. It is indeed refreshing to meet men 
with your high aim and your noble spirit. Long 
ago [ taught myseif to love the cause of total 
abstinence; long ago I pledged to it the loyal 
services of my itte. The temperance cause is 
most pure, most holy, appealing to the noblest, 
the most generous, the most heaveniy instincts 
of the soul—charity for suffering fellow-man, 
devotion to country, sacred iove of religion. I 
do not believe that men are aware of the extent 
and the power of che evil which the temperance 
movement seeks tocombat. Intemperance, an 
evil most heinous before God, most dreadful in 
its results, has grown among us to gigantic pro- 
por s. Lhold these points so seif-evideat 
that y need no proof beyond the sad and bit- 
ter experience of our daily life. 
Firet—That intemperance is the colossal evi | 
of our times. Everywhere it revels with de- 
moniac nature in sin and misery. As Bishop 
Ireland says: Peasant, prince, merchant, and 
jaborer, man and womafi, child and adult, are 
in turn stricken down by this hell curse.“ 

Second—Of all vices it degrades and debases 
most. It demolishes homes, biasts the ‘happi- 
nese of wife and child. laughs at the purest af- 
fections, delignts in the ruin of virtue and ſuno- 
cence. Where it reigns the demon reigns and 
God's angeis depart. 

Third—Tbree-fourths of the crimes of the 
world are caused by intemperance. It goes 
hand ia hand with povekty. its baleful tyranuy 
is cramming our jaiis with criminais and our 

-houses with paupers. Cbief-Justice Noah 
Davie of New York, writes: Ot all the causes 
of vrime, intemperance stands out the unup- 
proacnable chief. Much is said and written 
about reforming the masses, raising up the peo- 
ple, giving to all comfortable homes. The cate- 
chism of social economy is brief, but undeniably 
true. It is this: *‘ How enrich the people Make 
them sober.” 

A SCANDALOUS EVIL. 

The reverend gentieman then went on to pict- 

ure the evil which it brought on the Christian 
ple, being, as it were, a source of awful sin. 
eonclusion he said: 

When, therefore, we look around and consider 
how widespread, how destructive, and bow 
scandaious is the evil of intemperance, and 
when we call in mind our duty to God, to the 
church, to ourselves, and to our neighbors, theu 
it becomes self-evident that it is every one's 
duty to do what God's providence makes it pos- 
sivplie for bim to do towards arresting such an 
evil and removing such a scandal. And this 
must mainly de d. not ou the etforts of 
drunkards, but on the efforts of good and sober 
men united under the banger of total abseti- 
nence. Temperance, to be sure and effective, 
must take the form of total abstinence. The total 
abstinence banner uplifted in a parish is a 
reminder to all that intemperance is a crying 
evil. Drinking usages become odious; frequent- 
ation of saloons grows to be disreputable; pub- 
lic opinion comes to pronounce itself strougly 
in favor of temperance. The great lever for 

Or harm is public opinion; color public 
opiniou with your thoughts and individuals are 
easily reached. A total abstiuence society is 
the barbor; within the winds are still, the sea 
ig caim; outside the billows roar, and the rocks 
and shoals lie in wait. Outside the harbor many 
escape shipwreck, but many, too, sink low and 
deep. Then, organized efforts always effect 
greater results than isolated and scattered en- 
dea vors. In great movements organization is 
necessary for victory; bence the origin of this 
Total Abstinence Union. Like many of the re- 
ligious orders of the church it has arisen from 
necessity. Aid in the spread of such organiza- 
tien and you will be doing your duty as good 
men, good citizens, and good Catholics. 


WHAT HIGH LICENSE WILL DO. 


He added that he believed that high license would 
diminish the number of saloons, would make the 
keepers of low dives earn honest livings, would les- 
acn temptation. It had worked admirably where- 
ever tried. In Chicago it would kill off 2,000 do- 
geries. High license was praciicable and attain- 
able. He urged tne . and the audience to 
aid, by eve y means in their power, high license. 
Father Hagau closed with an eloquent appex! 
to the Irish Americans to recruit the ranks of 
total abstinence, as iu doing so they would best 
serve their Nation and their adopted country. 
He was beartily applauded throughout. 

Father Douavan, Spiritual Director of the 
Ottawa Total Abstinence iety, followed in a 
brief speech, strongiy condemning the custom 
of treat as a curse. He warned bis hearers 
against drinking before children. Liquor was 
more dangerous than dynamite. It was danger- 
ous to meddle with. He eoiphatically indorsed 
and approved Father Hagan's position on the 
question of high license, but believed total 
abstinence was (he sovereign remedy. 

The Rev. Mr. Barnes, the Congregational min- 
ister, commended the work of the Uatbolic tem- 
perance men and urged tne Irishmen among the 
audience to follow the advice and example of 
Father Hagan, govern themselves, and belie the 
taunt of Great Britain and ber press. 

The Rev. Mr. Peters, Presbyterian, said that 
whisky was only good for preserving dead 
bodies. It hei to kill living ones. He depre- 
cated the cry of fauatio as applied to temper- 
ance advocates. All reformers were called 
fanatics. Christ wasareformer andthe Jews 
called him a fanatic. John Brown was de- 
nounced as a fanatic, but he was a reformer He 
was giud that temperance wus ruling the peo- 

le, He, a Dutchman, was glad to work with 
— t their awful curse, greater and 
more damuvabie than slavery. He bade them 
god-speed. He would be with them. 

The Rev. Mr. Young, Methodist, announced 
himself an Irishman to the manner born. He 
advised the Irish temperance men to tolluw 
their great countryman’s advice: * Agitate! 
Agitate! After a few words.from the Hon. M. 
T. Maloney, the meeting separated. 

President Burke. fresh from a high-license 
victory at Joliet, said that the delegates were 
unanimously in favor of the Harper High License 
bill. All the influence the Catholic temper- 
aue advocates could bring in favor of that 
measure would be brought. He boped the ex- 
ample of Jotiet Irishmen would be followed eise- 
where, that they would strike hands with all 
who favored temperance in making high license 
successful...

THE GALLOWS. 


Ward McConkey, a Young Murderer, 
Dies Defianiand Unrepentant. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., May 10.—(Special.]|—Ward 
McCoukey was baoged bere shortly before noon 
today for the murder of a merchant named 
George A. McClure near McKeesport, in this 
county, Aug. 2, 1881. The murder was one of 
the most brutal and unprovoked ever perpe- 
trated, and created intense excitement. The 
trial of McConkey was commenced in the Oyer 
and Terminer Court Feb. 8, 1882, and lasted until 
the 15th of that month. The latter date the 
jury returned with a verdict of murder of 
the first degree. The third day afterwards a 
motion for a new trial was made and 
the sume overruled Feb. 25, when Judge Bailey 
pronounced the death sentence. The Supreme 
Court was next appealed to, but that tribunal 
was Satisfied of the justness of the verdict, and 
refused to arrest the judgment of the vourt be- 
low. The condemned man, or rather boy, for he 
was only 20 years of age, rested well last night, 
and ate a heart) breakfast this morning. About 
10 o’cieck he sald: “lam ready for the Sheriff 
at auy time, ang the sooner it is over the 
better.” At twelve minutes past II o'clock 
a hush fell on the 2W persons who were 
crowded in the jail-yard. A moment later the 
procession ap McConkey mounted the 
scaffoid with a firm step and faced the crowd 
with asmile. Sheriff McUailin asked him if he 
had anything tosay. In reply McUonkey, in a 
glow, measured tone, a smile playing over his 
tace, said: * Gentiewen, all I have to say is that 
I die an innocent man, and you are hanging me 
because you think 1 Knew something about 
McClure’s death. Lam au innocent man. Not 
to one but all of you I will say good- by.“ The 
Sherif then adjusted the rope around 
his neck, and pulled the white cap over bis head. 
Just as the Snerif! bade dim guvod-by and was 
walking down-stairs McOonkey said io a loud 
tone of voice: “ Good-by, you murderers; good- 
by. Sheriff McCollin, xs be reached the bottom 
of the scaffold, touched the trap, and the mur- 
derer’s body fell a distance of three feet. After 
dropping several convulsions shook the body, 
and then it bung motioniess. He willed 
to his spiritual adviser, who 
embaimed.. What disposition will 
be made of it is net kuown, Mo- 
Conkey could neither read vor write. 
His mother visited bim just before he was led 
tothe scaffold, but the meeting was not of an 
affectionate nature. He died defiantly and un- 
repentant. The murdered man had goods 
stolen from his store, and had tracke

A Fiying Visit from Jay Gould—Where 
Me Went and What He Saw. 

Jay Gould ahd party reached Chicago yester- 
day morning, and left at 6 o'clock b. m. for the 
East. The majority of the party remained in 
their special cars at the Twelfth street depot, 
and did not come down-town. They left New 
York last Saturday week for au extended tour 
of obgervation over the eutire Wabash and Mis- 


souri Pacitic systems, or, in a word, the Gould 


system of roads. They visited Galveston, Hous- 
ton, and San Antonio, and took Kansas City in 
on their return, thus making a thorough inspec- 
tion of both che Iron Mountain and Missouri 
Pacitic Railroads. After touching at Omaha, 
they came via Des Moines to Chicago, having 
traveled up to this stage exactly 4,212 miles. A 
special train of five cars, uniting every con- 
venience for a journey, supplied them 
with the comforts of a bome. The 

arty consisted of Jay Gould, Russell Sage, 
K. S. Hayes, A. L. Hopkins, and A. M. Hoxie, 
respectively First, Second, and Tuird Vice-Pres- 
idents of the Gould system of roads; Robert 
Andrews, General Superintendent of the Wa- 
bash Koad; Col. R. C. Clowry, General Superin- 
tendent of the Western Union Telegraph Com-

During the entire time the train remained at 
the depot Mr. Gould was closeted with Mr. 
George L. Dunlop, who represents the Wabash 
in this city. The party went Kast over the Chi- 
cago & Atiantic. The train was side-tracked at 
Hammond, Ind., for the night, and will start ou 
its journey again this morning. The fact that 
Gould and party went East over the Chicago & 
Atlantic is taken as an indication that close and 
intimate relations will be establisbed between 
Gould's Southwestern and Western systems and 
the Erie system. 

Jay Gould is little changed since his last visit 
to Chicago, and the weight of bis cares and 
projects bas rested lightly upon him. He is stil 
the small, pervous man, whuse every movement 
denotes the character of bis temperament, and 
about whom nothing attracts attennon except 
the quick, intelligent expression of his eye and 
countenance. When the train backed into the 
depot he hastily opened a number of telegrams 
which were banded him, and seemed utterly ob- 
livious to the attention which a large crowd that 
bad gathered in front of bis car was bestowing 
upon bim. 

Col. Robert C. Clowry. General Superintendent 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, who 
was one of the Jay Gould party, was seeu last 
evening by a Tos reporter and asked to 
— something about the journey and its ob- 

ects. 

Mr. Gould's party.“ said Col. Clowry, “ left 
New York one week ago Saturday, going direct 
to St. Louis by way ot Detroit. 4 joined the 
party at St. Louis and remained with them un- 
til today. We traveled iu five special cars, and 
made most of our runs in the daytime. Thetrip 
was one of inspection, it being Mr. Gould's 
custom to examine personally into the workings 
of his roads at least once a year. From St. Louis 
we went over the Iron Mountain Road to Little 
Rock, then to Hot Springs, Houston, Galveston, 
and San Antonio, and then back by the way of 
Austin and Fort Worth through the Indian Ter- 
ritory to Sedalia, over the Missouri Pacitic to 
Kansas City, Atchison, and Omaha, and back to 
Chicago over the Wabash by the way of Keokuk 
and Peoria. We arrived bere at 3:30 this after- 
noon. Mr. Gould and the restof the party left 
the city this evening. intending to go only so 
far as the suburbs ana pass the night in the 
cars and leave for New York in the morning. 
They expect to reach there Saturday night.” 

“And what about the inspection?” 

“It was very, satisfactory indeed to Mr. 
Gould. He expressed himself as particulariy 


—— with the result of bis trip. We found 


usiness good wherever we went. Along the 
new branch of the Missouri Pacitic from Atchi- 
son to Omaha we came upon new and thrivme 
towns which have just sprung up. The spring 
is a little late in Texas, but they estimate that 
the corn and cotton crops this year will be an 
increase of 15 — cent over those of last year. 
We were surpMsed at the growth of the lumber 
trade in Arkansas and Texas along the lines of 
the railroads. On one twenty-seven-mile 
branch of the Iron Mountain Road east of Trin- 
ity, Tex., we counted thirteen big sawmills.”

New East- Bound Tariff on Lumber, 
Cooperage, and Cooperage Steck. 

The Chicago Committee of East- Bound Freight 
Tramo hela a meeting yesterday at Commission- 
er Moore’s office for the principal purpose of 
changing the lumber tariff in accordance with 
the new oast- bound classification, which goes 
into effect next Monday. Its adoption 
makes it necessary to divide the lum- 
ber tariff in two parts. Heretofore the same 
rate prevailed on hard and soft lumber, lath, 
shingles, logs, cooperage-stock, and cooperage. 
Under the new classiticawon the rates on coop- 
erage-stock and cooperage, which includes 
Staves, headings, hoop-poles, shooks. and hoops, 
are tive cents per 100 pounds lower than the 
rates on Other articles on the lumber tariff.

The New Alleged District Telegraph 
Company and Its President. 

The District Telegraph Company is going noth- 
ing as yet as far as getting into working order 
is concerned. Mr. J. N. Love, the President, 
could not say whether the Mayor would vetothe 
ordinance or not. The company was formed for 
no other purpose than to establish an inland 
telegraphic system in opposition to the present 
system of the Americano District Company. It 
was a well-known fact, he said, that the people 
generally were dissatished with that system. 
which bad degenerated from its original 
efiiciency since it had become an adjunct of the 
telephone system. His company would have to 
work under many disadvantages. It would en- 
dea vor to do all the American District did as 
cheaply and with better facilities. The objec- 
ign People had to telegraph-pol s on ac- 

nt of the underground wire controversy 
would become a matter of the past after a few 
of their posts were erected, as in height they 
could hardly be called poigs. The company 
would take no further steps Jutil it bad a ripht 
to do go according to law, and he thought “ that 
comma would be found to be in the right 
place. The headquarters of tne company would 
not be decided upon at present. 80 far there 
bad been nothing said or done in regard to the 
leasing of their poles to any other corporadon, 
That and otber important matters would be con- 
sidered when the proper time came. 

In regard to the iron poles being harder to in- 
sulate wires ou in the ordinary manner than 
wood Mr. Love said that if it was found neces- 
sary the wires could be put into a cable, such as 
the Western Union is now using, and be put up 
or taken down with little difficulty. 

Mr. Love said Mr. Harvey T. Weeks had no 
connection whatever with the company, and 
that he bad never spoken to Mike Mclonaid in 
his lite, and had no business connection with 
him whatever. 


Mr. Weeks Mas Heard of It, but Is Not 
Interested. 

Mr. Harvey T. Weeks said de would be very 
giad togive the pubiic any facts about the Dis- 
trict Telegraph Company, but he was not in pos- 
seasion of any, having gained bis information 
from the published accounts. He knew Mr. 
Ruschiaub, who boarded in the same house, and 
was acquainted with Mr, Love, the President, 
who resided in the same biock, at No. 571 Con- 
gress street, but was not concerned in any way 
with the company whatever, and koew notbing

Mr. Tubbs Docs Not Propose to Be 
Balidozed. 

Superintendent Tubbs, of the Western Union 
Company, said, when asked what his company 
would do if an attempt was made to force it to 
place iis cables or wires on the new District 
Company's poles, that he could not understand 
how such a demand could be made, as the West- 
ero Union bad its own poles: but if such an un- 
just attompt at coercion was made the main 
ollices of the Western Union would be estab- 
lished outside of the city limits, and the busi- 
ness of the city customers would be taken in at 
convenient central locations, where the messen- 
gers would gather it up on their return trips to 
the main office after having made their deliv- 
eries. 


Interesting Antecedents and inside 
Mistory of the Short-Pole System. 
One fine Sunday morning in June, 1880, Mr. A. 
H. Burley, then a member of the Common 
Council of the City of Chicago, was shocked 
when on his way to church by the sight of a 
mall army of sturdy laborers, who were 
busily engaged erecting gigantic telegraph 
poles on the east side of North Clark street 
from the bridge to the city limits. While prob- 
ably a great many other good citizens besides 
Mr. Burley were shocked at this desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath by what to them 
seemed an outrage upon the rights of 
the citizens, this little event had on 
Mr. Burley the special effect of mak ing him the 
first active opponent to the telegraph- pole nuil- 
gance and the champion of the ordinauce which 
ordered all telegraph lines in the City of C 
to be put underground from ana after the Ist of 
the present ear. it must.

WHY HE VETOED IT. 


> 
The only strong reason giyen in the veto was 
that underground telegraphy was practicable 
and the oa system of telegrapby fit for great 
cities, and, further, that wires or clectric con- 
ductors strung io the air in front ot bigh build- 
ings are under ail circumstances an obstruction 
in case of fire. Not a single vote 
was given for the motion to pass tho ordi- 
bance the Mayor's veto, notwithstanding. 

The Brush Biectric Light Company bas since 
mode one or two attemps to obtain a franchise, 
but in vain, and has never, it is stated, 
abandoned all hope of ever controlling 
system of electric conductors of ite own in the 
City of Chicago. 

The Council, however, granted a franchise to 
the Cook Couaty Electric Company to build an 
underground conduit, refusing every applica- 
tion for franchises for over- head tele- 
Kraph lines. The Mayor continued to give 
u great deal of attention to tele- 
graph question, and on more than one 
occasion since bis return from Europe bas ex- 
pressed his belief that cabies strung on short 
poles were the proper thing for intramural 
telegraphy, although be bad to admit that be 
bad seen them during his European travels in 
the streets of large cities just as little 
as other telegrapb paleo. When the ftirat 
day of Maret, ou which date under the terms of 
their franchise the Western Union Telerraph 
Company had to bury their wires, drew near, 
the Mayor spoke oftener and oftener of the 
aerial cable supported by ornamental short 
poies, and expressed freely his readioess to 
compromise with the telegraph companies on 
the ornamental short- pole seria! cable. 

Outside of the stringing of a few cables from 
the Union Bulldmg across the street to the 
Board of Trade Building no attempt was made 
at following the Mayor’s suggestions until after 
the cutting of the wires of the Mutual 
Union and the consequent litigation 
in the United States courts. ‘he officers of the 
Western Union began then to prepare for the 
wrath to come and to carry out the Mayor's 
aerial cable short-poies cheme in the streets im- 
mediately adjoining its principal office, 

MAKING PEACE. 

“The Mutual Union Telegraph Company, 
at the suggestion of the Mayor, then 
sought to wake their peace with 
the Council by asking tor tho 
passage of a sbort-pole ordinance.

Ordered, That the Mayor be directed to enfurce 
forthwith ail ordinances and contracts relating to 
telegraph companies, and that no compromise or 
ngreement be made with such companies which will 
in any way interfere with a strict construetion of ana 
compiiance with the vrovisions of existing ord- 
nances governing telegraph Companies. 

Nothing more was done by the Council in the 
telegraph question after these very evergetic 
demoustragons in favor of a strict and general 
enforcement of the anti-pole ordinance uatil 
at the adjourned meeting of Friday, May 4,when 
Ald. Purceil iutroduced the now famous District 
Telegraph Company ordinance as a substitute 
for the order above printed, which substitute, 
as wil be remembered, was finally passed 
last Monday by the vote of Aldermen many of 
whom have often been suspected of selling their 
votes to the bighest bidder. 

A CUA NGE OF HEART. 

It will be seen from this short abstract of the 
Distory ot telegraph measures in the Council 
that up to two weeks before the first attempt to 
smugaie thort poles into the Council the Alder- 
men bad shown themselves strongly opposed to 
any compromise ou the auti- pole ordinance, go- 
ing even so far as o _ forbid di- 
rectly the stringing of any aerial 
cables by existing companies, the same Alder- 
men who last Monday voted that short poles 
might be erected ya mysterious company 
voting toa man for that order. No reasons 
have been given oflicially for such sudden 
change of aldermapnic opinion and no neceasity 
existed for chartering a new company for 
inaking the change in (he telegraph system the 
old companies were only too willing to make, 
but were expressly forbidden to make by the 
Council, All that the pubiic know is the fact 
that Mayot Harrison has favored short poles and 
nerial cables, and that Harvey T. Weeks, 
whose jotning newly-sturted companies secking 
franchises trom the Council is said to have 
helped through more than one grant of valuable 
fravobises, is probabiy the Whole District Tele- 
graph Company. It is hardiy probably that tho 
Mayor's love for short poles and his prayers 
lone have moved the Aldermanic heart, espe- 
cially as the Aldermen who bave become 
converts to the Mayor's idea are not of the kind 
to do ansthing tor love. Gentiemeu connected 
with telegraph cumpanies have of late indulged 
iu some mysterious bints about the greed of tne 
Chicago Alderman, but notwitbistanding all this 
the fact remains that Mayor Harrison is the 
origivator of the sbort-pole projevt. 

WHY WAS IT? 

Mayor Harrison will find it difficult to over- 
look the objections to aeriai electric conductors 
olf any kind he raised against the Brush Elec- 
tric Ligbt Company's ordinance and which 
are Just as valid against the franchise granted 
the District Telegraph Company. if Harvey T. 
Weeks had uoibing to do with the veto of the 
Brush ordinance, and the Mayor then really did 
mean what he said, the latter will find it ex- 
tremely dificult to give reasons for allow- 
ing the District pre Company's 
ordinance to become a aw, his love 
for short poles notwithstending. The objection 
to short potes and all aerial telegraphs, wien 
exisied in the Council up to a short time ago, 
was probably the truest expression of public 
opinion ever witneséed in the Council, and no- 
body will ever believe that this objection was 
honestly overcome. 

How the objections were overcome may be 
judged from the fact that a certain Alderman 
was expected to vote against the short- pole 
ordinance at the request of a party interested 
in underground telegraphy, who held the Alder- 
man's past-due note for $1,000, but that this 


, certain Alderman not only voted for the ordi- 


nance, but by his tactics made the 
the ordinance possible.

Tens of 
thousands of farmers will be giadto koow that 
the Federal Court, by its deeision, bas er- 
tinguished all patents under which water is se- 
cured by the drive-well system. In 186] Col. 
Nelson W. Green, of Cortland, N. V., while drill- 
ing volunteers for the War of the Rebellion, 
realized the necessity of obtaining a sufficiency 
of pure water for his men. He mentioned the 
subject to some subordinate officers and finaliy 
drove a rod sbarpened at one end into the 
ground and into the water-yieiding stratum. 
Withdrawing this rod a tube was 
then inserted through which the water could be 
brought to the surface by an ordinary pump. 
‘This syatem of securing water is one on which 


Col. Green secured letters patent in January, 
1968, there being a reissue in May, 1871. The in- 
vention under the reissue patent was thus de- 
soeribed: 

“The invention is for a method of procuring 
water from the earth by means of a tube in- 
serted into the earth down to and into a water- 
bearing stratum, and attaching to such tube, in 
cases where the water does not flow naturally, a 
pump by an air-tight connection, and by the 
operation of the pump produci a vacuum 
within the tube which forms the y of the weil 
and its lining, thereby causing the water in the 
surrounding earth, under the ure of the 
atmosphere, to rush into the well formed by the 
tube, and furnishing a practically inexhaustible 
supply of water by the meaas as stated and de- 
sori * 

Farmers and stock-raisere throughout the 

country were quick to appreciate value of 
drive-wells. Many. not knowing that any one 
claimed a patent on this system of water sup- 
ply, drove down stakes and bad a pump at work 
wherever they needed water. On a certain fair 
ground in an Eastern State a few years ago 
twelve tubes were sunk and twelve pumps set 
to work. On the first day of the fair, however. 
suits were instituted against the agricultural 
society holding the fairfor an infringement of 
patent. These alleged infringements were so 
numerous in many States that a corps or law- 
vors were kept busy in bringing suits. That the 
Federal Court bas now spoken authoritatively 
on this vexed question is a matter of sincere 
congratuladon to farmers, stockraisors, and 
dalrymen. 
THE PATENT LAW. 

In its decision the court holds that the Patent 
law was designed for the public benefit as well 
as for the benetit of inventors. The defense in 
the case just decided was that Green, who claims 
to have discovered the system in 186l.communi- 
cated the facts of the discovery to the public, 
and thus acquiesced iu the public use of the sys 
tem. In the decision just recorded the court 
thus considers Col. Green's claim: 

From the evidence in the cause it appears that 
in the summer of 1561 Nelson W. Green was a 
resideut of Cortland, N. V.; that be wasengaged 
in drith and organizing volunteers for the 
army, and especially in connection witb the Sev- 
euty-siath Regiment of New York Infantry, of 
which regiment be was appointed Colonel; that 
wullst thus employed his attention was 
calied to the subject of procuring pure water 
for the use of bis men, and that be set about to 
devise a menns by which water could be readily 
procured from beveath the surface of the 
earth, thus avoiding danger from poisoned 
wells and springs, and also from the risk vf 
being cut off from access to the ordinary 
sources of supply when in the presence of the 
enewy. 

GIVING AWAY HIS INVENTION. 

The patentee himself testifies that in the 
summer of 1861 be had devised in his own miad 
a method of accomplisbtiag this result, which he 
explained first to his drill squad, and thou to the 
officers of the regiment, and which consisted in 
driving s rod sharpened at the end into the 
ground and into the water-bearing stratum, 
then witbdrawing the same and inserting a 
tube through which the water could be drawn 
by any Ordinary style vf pump. As a test of 
the method proposed, under the direction of 
Col. Green an experiment of driving a 
rod down to the water was made near his bouse, 
and tbe experiment was followed by driving a 
well at the fair grounds at Cortland, at the ex- 
pense and for the use of one Grabam, wbo had 
the contract for furnishing food and other sup- 
piies at the camp on the fair grounds. This well 
was driven between the Ist and lith of October, 
1561, and was used generally dy the men in 
camp, as well as by Graham and his — ee, 

When the regiment left Cortland, N. L., 
Col. Green exercised no control over this well. 
Later, a large number of driven wells were 
made and used in and about Cortland aad neigb- 
—2 r during the years 1862, 1563, 1884. 
and 1865. It was claimed that Col. Green did 
not have actual knowledge of the existence 
of these wells, but on this point 
tue decision of the Federal Court asks: 
„Was not Col. Green bound to know that the 
natural result of what be himself had dove, and 
bad caused to be done, in the way of giving pub- 
lieitty to the success which attended this mode of 
making wells, would be to spread their use b 
the pubiic, unless be promptly prevented suc 
result by procurtug a patent, and can be now be 
heard to say that be did not Know nor have z rea- 
eon to know that the use of these wells was be- 
coming common in bis own beigbborbood, whea 
the facts show that such use was the natural re- 
suit ot his own acts? But we are not left to 
mere inference upon this question, as there is 
testimony showing satisfactorily that be had 
knowledge of the existence of a portion at least 
of these wells. and despite bis own testimony 
wherein he endeavors to destroy the weight of 
this testimony either by direct denial, or 
by claiming that he did not in fact 
recognize, certain wells which came under 
his notice, to be driven wells, yet we think the 
preponderance of evidence is against nim on 
this proposition, and that it must be beid that 
be * that such wells were being made and 
used. 

We tind, ttlerefore, as conclusions of fact: 

1. That in 1861 Col. Green's purpose in devis- 
ing bis method of driving wells was to furnisn 
a ready means whereby the wen of his regimeut 
could procure a supply of pure water, aud that 
be did not at that time coutemplate procuring a 
patent therefor, and that he put his metbod of 
driving weils into public use in 1861, for the ben- 
fit of bis regiment; and tnereby dedicated or 
abandoned his invention to the public. 

2. That bis invention was in opeu and public 
use, with his knowledge and acquiescence, for 
more than four years before he applied for a 
patent thereon. 

From these conclusions of fact it necessarily 
follows that the letters patent originally grant- 
ed, and the revised letters based thereon, must 
be held invalid and void. 

II. It s also urged on bebalf of defendants 
that the reissued putent enlarges the scope of 
the original patent, is broader in its terms, in- 
cludiug improvements and principles not con- 
— 2 the original specilications, and is there- 

ore void. . 

The court then considers of what Col. Green’s 
original invention consisted and under this head 
gays: 

In the opinion of Judge Bonedict in the Can- 
Dan case, cited at length by complainants, it is 
étuted that,” the noveity consists in making the 
well pit to consist of the tube of a pump connected 
tightly with the earth; this is accomplished by 
driving into the earth the tube to be used asa 
tube of a pom and at the same time as the pit 
of the well. 

“ This manner of inserting the tube renders it 
possible, by means of a pump attached to the 
tube to create a vacuum in the pit of the weil, 
and at the same time in the water-bearing 
stratum of the earth.“ 

EFFECT OF THE PRODUCTION OF A VACUUM. 

In the printed argument of counsel for com- 
pidinants it is said that “the drive-well invent- 
ed by Col. Green left no open space between the 
lining and the suction-gipe, and is based upon 
the principie that if a vacuum is formed in the 
earth at the ordinary depths by the action of the 
suction-pumwp the atmospberic pressure com- 
municated through the vartb to the water will 
cuuse it to respoud to the vacuum produccd 
within the well, whose lining is iteelf the euc- 
tion-pipe of the well, ane perfectly air tight, 
the earth serving as a filter.” 

It is vot necessary to extend these quotations 
to show that the priociple, which it is ciaimed 
constitutes the discovery, or invention of Col. 
Green, as described, the reissued patent is that 
the production of a vacuum in the earth by 
means of an air-tight tube driven into the 
earth, to which is attached a suction-pump, will

The court then gives Col. Green's description 
of his invention, and adds: 1 

There is not to be found m any part ot the 
specificalious any reference toa vacuum, either 
in or out of the tube, nor any men of ut- 
mospheric pressure created thereby. If the up- 
plicacon ot this principle formed the material 
and all-important part of Col. Green's inven- 
tion in 1861, as is now claimed ta argument, he 
certainly falied to set it forth express terms 
in bis specificagons forming palt of the original 
patent, nor can it be inferred from the diserip- 
uon of the means to be employed be then 
purposed to create a vacuum by ing the 
well lining air-tight, and by attach a pump 
theretu by n 888 

e court also boids that the reissue departs 
widely from the original. 
THE MILWAUKEE WELLS. 
It also accepts the evidence offered showing 
the sume style of driven weill was in oper 
tion in Milwaukee, Wis., in 1849 and 1850. The 
decision conciudes in these words: 

These wells driven at Milwaukee cannot be 
set aside as abandoned experiments. Purdy 
testifies that ho was enguged ein sluku them as 
a regular business. Numbers were put into 
practical use. This testimony remains uncon- 
tradicted, and it is not claimed that these welis 
are a mytb. If then it be true that in 1849 and 
1850 welis were driven at Milwaukee by a pro- 
cess not distinguishable from that devised by 
Col. Green iu 1861, and these wells were driven 
not as mere experiments. nor for the purposes of 
exhibition, but for public and continuous use, 
and from augbt now shown may be in use today, 
Cab any other conclusion be reached than that 
Col. Green was not the original or first inventor 
of the process of driving welis described 
in ,his specifications? In our judgment 
the method pursued in sinking these 
wells at Milwaukee is the same in substance as 
that devised by Col. Green, differing onlv in 
minor particulars, and bence it follows that Col. 
Green's process for driving wells was only a re- 
production of a metbod which had been devised 
and put to 2 4 — use fully ten years before 
Col. Green hit upon the same ex ent. If this 
be true then it necess:rily results that the de- 
fense of want of novelty must be sustained. The 
conciusions we have reached upon the points 
already diseussed render it unnecessary to con- 
sider the other questions, including that of la- 
fringement, which are presented in the record, 
Under the view we have taken of the case it 
Tollows that complainants’ bill must be dis- 
missed with costs, and it is so ordered.“ 


LOUISIANA FRAUDS. 


Another Bing, Whose Acts Discount

The com- 
mittee bave handed ia their report, and it is 
published this morning in the official paper. 
The committee give a history of the act. The 
Constitunonpal Convention of 1879 remitted 
all costs, fees, and charges due the 
State or any political corporation therein 
prior to the Ist day of January, 1879, provided 
the taxes were paid by Jauuary, 1881; and Act 
No. W was passed for the benefit of those officers 
ot the State ot Louisiana who rendered services 
in the prosecution of said tax-suits, and who 
were eutitied to pay for tue same from the State. 
The act autborizes the Governor to appointa 
board of tive, of which he shull be the ex-officio 
Chairman, to ascertain and approve the umount 
of such fees and charges leguliy due and thus ro- 
mitted. When approved by said board tbe claims 
shall be received in payment of any taxes and 
ligeuses due the State. Under cover of this act 
certificates were issued to the amount of 8887. 
412.31, as follows:

It bas been a noticeable fact of late that the 
lard product of the city was drifting into the 
hands of a few, and principally into the hands of 
one man—Mr. McGeoch. Itis believed, in fact, 
that be possesses about 150,000 tierces. Me- 
Geoch's corners have always proved tivancial 
successes. When de ran a corner on wheat last 
year he purchased at i cents and sold this 
spring at very near the present price. He did 
not hesitate to predict then about wheat, as he 
does now about provisions, that the demand is 
sufficient to bring higher prices. It is one thing 
to operate a corner in order to compel the pay- 
ment of high’prices, and another to bring about 
a corner in full belief that demand for the arti- 
cle will naturally raise prices whether there be 
a corner or not. Mr. McGeuch was interviewed 
yesterday, with no startling developments.

You can tind them 
every day overon ‘Chan If you will exam- 
ine the receipts of hogs of this city you will find 
that between March 1 and May l1—two mouths— 
we are 331,122 hogs short of last year. ‘The fact 
is, the farmers bave taken the advantage of 
the high price of pork and sold out. There is 
little left on the farms to ship, and so few to 
breed that the product next season must be very 
short.“

THE SOUTH PARKS 
THE SUPREME COURT DECIDES THE GOV- 

ERNOR CANNOT APPOINT THE COMMIS 

SIONERS. 

In the spring of 1881 the Legislature passed an 
act taking trom the Judges of the Cook County 
Cireuit Court the power to appoint South Park 
Commissioners and conferring it on the Gov- 
ernor. During that year a vacancy occurred, 
and Gov. Cullom appointed Mr. Paul Cornell, of 
Hyde Park, to fill the piace. The point was 
raised that the act was unconstitutional, and 
legal proceedings were begun, with Charles 
Walsh as relator, to test Mr. Cornell's right 
to his seat. The case was firet beard before 
Judge Smith, who decided that the act was un- 
constitutional. The matter was carried to the 
Supreme Court, and a decision was flied yester- 
day at Ottawa sustaining the opinion of the 
Judge of the lower court. The result of this is 
that Mr. Cornell loses bis place, and that 
Mr. John K. Meosley, who was recentiy 
appointed by the Governor to succeed 

r. Jobn B. Sherman, will also have to vacate 
his posidiion. Aud there are therefore twobom- 
missionerships which tne Judges of the Circuit 
Court will now be called on to fill. 

Although these two members have thus 
dropped out at one fell swoop, there still remain 
those whuse right to their seats is beyond 
question, so that the board win 
nhead with the transaction of fts 
business, including the action necessary to be 
takeo for the improvement of that part of 
Michigan boulevard between Park row and 
Jackson street, without being obliged to wait 
for the appointment of the other two Commis- 
sioners by the Judges of the Circuit Court. As 
yet it is impossibie to conjecture Whom the 
Judges will select to occupy the positions.

AMERICANS IN IRELAND. 


President Arthur’s Instructions to Min- 
ister Lowell. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—[Immediately after 
the passage of the act for the prevention of 
crime in Ireland which revived the Alien act, 
Minister Lowell informed the State Department 
that questions were likely to arise under it 
which would need to be treated with extreme 
delicacy and discretion, particularly what re- 
lated to the Alien act. He said: “it will be 
rather to the personal application of the act 
than to its principie that objection will lie, and 
I should be glad to be armed beforehagd with 
the opinion of the President as to what my gen- 
oral line of action should be under these new 
circumstances. There must be a great number 
of naturalized American citizens in Ireland be- 
sides those that have rendered themselves ob- 
noxious to the local authorities, and the alien 
clauses of the act may very probably strengthea 
the temptation of private enmity to bring false 
accusations, as it undoubtedly increases the op- 
portunity for them.” 

The geueral views of President Arthur on this 
act of the British Parliament, given in the in- 
structions sent to Minister Lowell, show what is 
thought by the Administration of this extraor- 
dinary measure, President's apprehension 
was that it migbt affect a large number of the 
citizens of the United States. It was an extraor- 
dinury measure in a country whose tradi- 
tional history in regard to the freedom of the 
individual and the right ef every man accused 
of crime to an im tial trial bad formed its 
crown lory. e revival of the Alien act as 
a part o the Crimes act more directly con- 
cerned us und it was this feature of the meas- 
ure which had caused the President to feel anx- 
jety as to its possible effect op ine business and 
social relations of American citizens, rticu- 
larly those of Irish birth. The possibility that 
persons in pursuit of their lawful business en- 
terprises, or those who visited Ireland to aid 
their relatives, should come under the opera- 
tion of the proceedings contemplated by pro- 
visions of the new law was very much to be 
deprecated. The oppo ities for this kiad 
of annoyance which e act affords for 
the gratitication of private enmity locreased the 
grounds of this apprehension, and, when this 
was added to the superserviceable zeal of local 
officials, it was hardly to be expected that an 
Irish-American citizen, however innocent be 
might be in act and intention,, should consider 
his person or his property e in that country. 
The President further said that be could not 
contemplate the enforcement of this measure 
on mere suspicion against American citizens 
without tears of its havingan unbappy influence 
upon the good feeling which exists between two 

reat nations of common origin and common 

anguage. 

Tue conciusion of the instructions of the Presi- 
dent is as follows: “ I need scarcely add that 
this Government bas no sympathy with the 
motives or the me of tne class of indis- 
creet individuals, insignificant in number, in 
this country whose ill-directed zeal can neither 
serve the cause of Ireland nor reficct credit on 
the country of their adoption. The law-abiding 
and péaceable American citizens of Irish birth 
should not be exposed to suffering on their ac- 
count.“ 

The instructions to Minister Lowell were sub- 
sequently supplemented by deciaration of 
the President that the power given to subordi-+- 
nate otheials by the Prevention of Crime act was 
s0 great and the rights subjected to their dis 
cretion were so important that foreign Govern- 
ments might reasonably require that, so far as 
their citizens present in Ireland on legitimate 
and proper business were concerned, the indi- 
viduals selected to administer that act should 
be competent, well-informed, and unprejudiced, | 
and should it appear that these officiais bad, in 
the case of such foreign citizens, misused the 
powers intrusted to them, they should be sub- 
jected to such condemnatory action, and the citi- 
zen wronged should receive such amends, as the 
facts might warrant.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was less active yes- 
terday. Country orders for currency continued 
small. and considerable money is lying idle here. 
The current rate of interest is 6 per cent, with 
occasional loans at 7. fhe demand yesterday 
for discount was below the recent average. 

The local bank clearings aggregated $8,000,000, 
being $800,000 more than Wednesday. 

The luternal Revenue receipts yesterday were 


$23,808, spirits paying $15,561. 


Exchauge on New York was quoted at 750800 
premium per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was stronger. The demand 
is Small, but the offerings are light. Posted 
rates on steriing were quoted at 454 and 48766. 
with actual rates at 483% and 487. English docu- 
mentary at Ginge and ain. French 
documentary quoted at 5234 @54X, and German 
do at 04% to k. Bankers’ marks at 944% and 
95%, and bankers’ francs at 52144 and 517%. 

The Bank of England has advanced its rate of 
discount to 4 per vent. 

In New York the strenath in sterling exchange 
is explained by some leading brokers to be 
caused by large sales of stocks and bonds there 
for foreign account. It was also stated that 
much of the late activity in bonds has been due 
to wash sales and fictitious transactions. This 
mauipulauon of the bond market is thought to 
have been managed to create a demand for 
West Shore and other bonds which banking- 
houses wish to seil. It is hinted that three- 
quarters of the dealings in West Shore bonds 
are fictitious.

The leading produce markets were slow yes- 


terday on outside account, with a moderate 
volume of business transacted by bome talent. 
The general trading public was waiting for the 
verdict" of the Washington bureau as to the 
prospects of the wheat crop, and found a little 
diversion but no amusement in an interlude 
canvass of certain uncertain guesses made by 
other people, each of whom is anxious to be re- 
garded as an authority. But the feeling was 
strong, excepton May corn and oats, which 
dragged in the hands of holders. 

Provisions Were rather quiet, but generally 
strong. The market was a little easier early in 
the day, in sympathy with a Liverpool decline of 
64 on lard. There was, however, but Little stuff 
on sale, and some peuple got the idea that the 
lard longs were anxious to buy if they could do 
so without exciting the market. Later in the 
day they bewan to buy, anyhow, when a few out- 
side orders came in to advance the market with- 
out their ald. The demand was chiefly for July 
and August, with some for September, the re- 
sult being that the July premium was at one 
time 12%c over June, closing at 100 difference. 
Lard sold off 2%0, advanced 150, and clused loc 
above the latest prices of Wednesday, at 
$12.00 bid for June, and $12.10 bid for July. Year 
pork was again on the boom; it was active and 
strong, selling from $17.65 up to $18.00. Otner 
pork deliveries were firmer but quiet: they 
closed at an improvement of 100, at $20.15 bid 
for June and $20.322% bid for July. Snort ribs 
advanced 5c, and closed firm at $10.75 for June 
and $10.87% bid for July, with a good deal doing 
in a speculative way, but the shipping demand 
for meats was said to be unusually quiet. The 
light receipts of hogs were quoted as a reason 
for strength in product, especially as thedatter 
is low compared with the cost of the raw ma- 
terial. On the afternoon call the market was 
steady except that June lard was stronger. 

Flour was more active, with a fair business 
for export, and a moderate local demand. The 
export (low) grades were scarce, or they would 
have been more active. The coarse milistuffs 
were firmer, being in better demand. 

Wheat was quiet and stronger. The market 
closed u above the latest regular prices of 
Wednesday, at Sl. hu bid for May, $1.14% for 
June, and $1.16% bid for July and August. 
Cargoes off the English coast were quoted 3d 
per gr lower, but private cables said “steady,” 
and there was less of confidence that the Gov- 
ernment report will prove to make a favorable 
showing for the crop of the United States. The 
decline of the previous afternoon invited the 
filling of a few sborts and for the rest people 
waited. About uon the sudden fall of tem- 
perature here, with news of cold in Minnesota 
and rumors of ssow-storms in Engilana, caused 
a little more buying, chiefly for the longer fut - 
ures, and August rose to the same as July, with 
September & less and October oc less. Seller 
the year ranged only Me below May. Car- 
lots were tame and easier than before the break 
of Wednesday afternoon, On the last call the 
market advanced rc, but was afterwards 
quoted in the aliey about the same as at 1 
o'clock. ’ 

Corn was tame and again easier for this 
month, which declined ue. and closed about the 
same as Wednesday afternoon, at S3%c. Other 
futures were tirmer, closing at an improvement 
of We. at 55%c bid for June and 57\c bid for 
July. Liverpool was called 3d per qr bigher, 
and private cables noted a good spot demand, 
but the weather here was warm, with a little 
mugginess, and that was reason enough” for 
the wanting to sella lot of corn that had been 
bought with the iqtention of carrying it through 
this mouth. The result was a widening of 
the June premium to fully 2c, and the 
movement led to surmises that some- 
thing was out of joint, but the most careful, iu- 
quiry failed to find anything outside of the fact 
that storage rates accumulated he yesterday, 
and the extra charge feli upon parties holding 
the corn last night.

It 
was understood that Wednesday's movement 
worked all the rye now in store here into strong 
hands. 

Barley was quiet and firm in samples, with 
nothing doing in store lots. No. 2 was nominally 
steady at 80 for May. No. 3 was quotably firm- 
er at about Sec, the stock in store having 
been reduced to a small quantity. 

The dry-goods market was without new feat- 
ures. Trade is quiet, its usual condition at this 
stage of the season. Clothing, boots and shoes, 
and millinery goods were quoted quiet. There 
was a fair movement in staple and fancy gro- 
ceries, and prices were fully sustained. Coffees 
and sugars were strong. Fish*were in good re- 
quest at steady rates. The oil market was 
quoted steady, as were also leather and bagging. 

A licht trade is reported in broom-corn at the 
prices given elsewhere. Green fruits are gen- 
erally in good supply and steady. tides move 
siowly at our quotations. Tallow quiet. Pota- 
toes in good supply at 40@50c per bu by the car- 
lot on track. There was a light trading in seeds, 
at $1.68 for timothy, $6.75@7.00 for clover, and 
$1.42 for flaxseed on track. Hay was quiet and 
firm for the better grades, and steady for the 
poorer kinds, 

Wheat was delivered yesterday on seller the 
year contracts. Year deliveries in May are 
probably unprecedented in the history of the 
trade. 

A dispatch received yesterday afternoon says 
the Secretary of Agriculture for Lilinois reports 
the prospects are that the wheat crop this sea- 
son will be less than 24,000,000 bu, against the 
Government estimate of 37,000,000 bu for last 
year. 

There were fewer reporters on Change yester- 
day than heretofore. The Mutual Union force 
was withdrawn. Gone to meet the freight 
agents of the Eastern raiiroads. 

A dispatch from the Northwest yesterday said 
that nota single acre of wheat has yet been 
seeded in the Red River Valley. Bull dispatches 
would seem to be needed at short intervals.

Some people were yesterday pinumg their 
faith on a guess that the winter-wheat crop will 
be 300,000,000 bu and the spring-wheat crop 110,- 
000,000, being a decrease of 15% per cent from 
the crop of 1582. 

For wheat in this market seller May in next 
year $1.22 was bid. The first sale for May this 
year was made a few months ago at 950. 

Some remark was made yesterday about an 
increase in the quantity of wheat reported to be 
on passage to the United Kingdom. The figures 
are inconciusive, if not deceptive. In the first 
place, it is understood that all about 
the wheat sbipped from the Black Sea, 
unless the little ordered direct to other 
ports, goes to Malta for orders, and is no ed s en 
route to the United Kingdom, whereas „ arge 
part of it is subsequently ordered to France and, 
Italy. Secondly, vessels are kept on the list till 
beard from at destination, or dropped at the end 
of five months if not heard from at&li. The re- 
sultisa jerkiness of statement which is far 
from barmonizing with the bald fact of slow 
change Ww the quantities actually on passage.

Duty to Deity; bat the real character of the 
oath, accordiag to the intention of the Legis- 
lature, is that it does not consist of spoken 
words ——. but of words accompanied by a 
corporal act—that of kissing the New Testa- 
ment. What is the meaning of that ki-sing che 
New Testament? It implies the acceptance of 
the divine revelation coutained in that book. 
There have been other forms in other countries; 
in Scotiand, I believe, the form ii exists of 
holding up the hand instead of Kissing the New 
Testament, which is, or was, also the form in 
Frauce. Ina Spain, I believe, the form was that 
of kissing the crass. In Italy, I think, at one 
time the form was that of laying the hands on 
Gospels. ' 
NO MORE THAN A THEISTIC TEST NOW. 
All this, it seems to me, accord to the orig- 
inal intentions, is a recognition of Christianity. 
You do not of yourselves venture to say that the 
law either is or can be applied in that sense, A 
law of this kind is like a coin that comes forth 
spick and span newfrom the mint, carrying 
with it all ite richness, freshness, and sharpness 
of ite edges, but ali this wears down in passing 
from band to band. and 8 there is a 
residue, ver the distinctive features bave 
disappeared. Whatever my opinion may 
on the original vitality of this oath, 
there is, I think, very little difference of opin- 
ion as to what it now ts. t has become, as the 
honorable member for Portsmouth says, a The- 
istic test, and Kis taken as no more thana 
Theistic test, and especially if, as 1 think it does, 
it involves a reference to Otristianity that the 
conscience of some gentiemenin this and the 
other House of Parliament undoubtedly do not 
rocogetse. It is not good for any of us that we 
shonid force this test. so flavored, or even not 
so favored, ou men who caunot take it with a 
full and cordial acceptance. (Hear, dear. ] It 16 
bad to do it, it is demoratfzing. It ts all very well 
to say, “It is on their owu responsibility.“ but that 
is not, in my view, a satisfactory answer. A seat

It is not a satisfactory 
process when we press on the mind of an indi- 
vidual that which bis intellect, and his heart, 
and his religious belief fully abbor, in order 
that be may satisfy the necessary form which is 
required of him before he can take bis seat in 
this House.

Important Decision by Judge MeCrary. 
Des Moines, la., May 10.—[Special.|—Judge 
McCrary, of the Federal Court, today decided an 
important case, entitled Jonathan Edwards, 
trustee, vs. George L. Davenport, Sarah Daven- 
port, bis wife, and George A. Davenport, their 
son. The action arises out of a bill to foreclose 
a mortgage executed by respondents on certain 
rea! estate in the City of Davenport to secure 
the payment of bonds amounting to $95,000, be- 
sides the interest. A partof the property be- 
longed to George L. Davenport and the remain- 
der belonged to George A. Davenport. As a part 
of the debt was apportioned upoa the several 
pieces of real estate, the sum apportioned 
te the property of George A. Davenport was 
conceded to be $56,000, with interest, and to 
George L. Davenport $39,000, with interest. 
This mortgage was executed by Jonathan Eu- 
wards, as trustee of the Equitabie Trust Com- 
pauy of New London, Conn., from which 
George L. Davenport had obtained a loan of 
$95,000. No defense was made on behalt of 
George L. Davenport. Kegar dn the proper- 
ty of George A. Davenport embraced iu the 
mortgage, the defense is that he wus of un- 
sound mind, and that the mortgage executed is 
void. George A. Davenport has 
since the commencement of this 
but a bill of reviver bas been filed, alleging that 
George L. and Sarah Davenport, his father and 
mother. who were grantors with him in the 
mortgage, are his sole neirs-at-law. as they had 
joined ia the coveuants of the general warranty 
coutainped in the mortgage. It is alleged that 
this afterward-acquired title to the property of 
the said George A. included in the mortgage 
accrued to the benefit of the mortga re, and 
that they are estopped to setup the defense as 
above mentioned. The court holds that the com- 
piainants are entitled to recover as against all 
the property embraced in the mortgages and 
which belonged to George L. Davenport at the 
time the mortgage was given, and as to the indi- 
vidual one-half of that portion which belonged 
to George A. Davenport. As to che andivided 
baif of the last-mentioned property. the right of 
the complainant depends upon the meotal ca- 
pacity of said George A. Davendort at the time 
the bonds and wortgage were executed. The 
modern rule ig that itis only necessary to show 
that the party executing the contract was 
of such weak and feeble mind as 
to be incapable of comprehending its 
nature. The court finds the evidence is conclu- 
sive as to bis mental incapacity. The powers of 
his mind had been so affect by disease as to 
render him incapable of transacting Dusiness 
like that in question. court therefore or- 
ders a decree for complainant against George L. 
Davenport for the whole ameunt of the bonds 
sued on, with interest and costs, against all of 
the respondents for the oreciosure of 
sued on, as against all 
property except that portion 
owned by George A. Davenport, and against 
Sarah G. Davenport, to enforced as a fien 
upon the last-mentioned property; a decree for 
one-half the sum paid to remove the tax-lien 
upon said half block when the loan ‘was nego- 
tiated, with 6 per cent interest. 


Bic Suit Against Boston. 

Boston, Mass., May 10.—[(Speciai.]—Henry P.
